Boise, Idaho, Aug, 7.—[{Special. ]}—The con-

Is health and morality dependent upon the 
weather? 

Officials of the Weather. bureau here are 
now conducting a careful investigation into 
this interesting question, and it is possible 
that in the near future they may be able 
to issue warning notices of the approach 
of disease or crime waves. Most people 
have long been aware that the weather has 
something to do with their health. But the 
kind of wheather that is mostly likely to 
be followed by the appearance of a pär- 
ticular disease or a special variety of crime 
is a detail that has never yet been worked 
out. 

The idea of making this investigation was 
originated by Willis L. Moore, Chief of the 
Weather bureau, who was convinced by the 
results of a preliminary, though somewhat 
superficial series of observations, that there 
was a close connection between atmospheric 
conditions and the physical and moral wel- 
fare of the people. He thought that the 
bureau of which he is in charge could not 
render a greater service than by discover- 
ing, if possible, what that connection is. 

So he has assigned to the work Dr. Phillips, 
who is a competent physician as well as an 
expert meteorologist. This gentleman is now 
hard at work on the problem. Here is what 
Chief Moore has to say on the subject: 

In regard to the investigation made :

Weather bureau, I will say that it showed

Fairport, O., Aug. 7%.—[Special.)—The 
strike of the ore handlers has shut off re- 
ceipts of iron ore at this port. No boatsare 
being sent here, and the strikers were all 
paid off today. 

The steamer Marion came in with a cargo 
of gun metal, consigned to the Baltimore 
and Ohio freight house at Richmond. There 
were no facilities for handling the cargo 
there and it was decided to unload at the 
Fairport side. 

It was deemed advisable to call out the 
militia to protect the workmen, but the 
strikers did not attempt to cause any 
trouble. They say that the gun metal comes 
under the head of package freight and is 
out of their Une.

ORGANIZING IN WEST YIRGINIA. 


Two of the Southern Districts Vote to 
Strike and a State Order 
Is Formed. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 17.—[Special.]—En- 
couraging reports are being received at the 
national headquarters from West Virginia. 

Fred Dilcher, a member of the miners’ 
Executive board, wired President Ratch- 
ford that the miners of the New River and 
Kanawha districts in convention at Mont- 
gomery decided to go out.

ADVANCE FOR THE GLASSWORKERS. 


Peremptory Demand for Higher Wages 
te Be Made at the Chicago ; 
Convention. 


Pittsburg,. Pa., Aug. 7.—A general ad- 


vance of 15 per cent, benefiting every 
branch of. the trade, will be asked by the 
window glass workers’ organization at the 
annual wage conference with the manufac- 
turers at Chicago nex#Wednesday. 

A 15 per cent advance means a restoration 
of the 1892 wages, the highest paid under 
any of the tariff bills. The demand has been 
voted on by the whole organization and there 
is no avenue of escape for the Wage com- 
mittee. It must require its enforcement. 


Guards on West Virginia Trains. 


Uniontown, Pa., Aug. 7.—West Virginia 
coal continues to go through town in large 
train loads over the Baltimore and Ohio. 
The threat by the strikers to hold up the 
trains and the fear of interference have 
caused the West Virginia operators to take 
precautionary measures, and the trains are 
now heavily guarded with armed men.

SHALL IRON MINERS FORCED 10 QUIT 


Big Furnacemen of the Country Are 
Able to Control the Eatire 
Trade.

Duluth, Minn., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—C. M. 
Boss of Bessemer, Mich., General Superin- 
tendent of the Franklin Rockefeller prop- 
erties on the Mesaba, Vermilion, and Go- 
gebic ranges, has resigned his position and 
will retire from the iron mining business. 
He is convinced that there is little prospect 
of independent mine owners being able to 
conduct their business. He said: 

“TIT can see nothing in sight for inde- 
pendent iron miners. This year more iron 
ore will be shipped from the Lake Superior 
ranges than ever before in their history. 
The principal furnace men of the country— 
Carnegie, the Illinois Steel company, the 
Mahoning, afid the Cambria—all own their 
own mines. They get their ore for exactly 
what it costs them to mine with the cost of 
transportation added. Other furnacemen 
cannot afford to buy from independent mine 
owners because the latter would have to re- 
alize ‘a profit, and their ore would cost them 
just what the profit amounts to more than 
their competitors pay. 

“So, in my opinion, the day of the inde- 
pendent owner is over. Eventually the iron 
industry of this country will be in the hands 
of the Consolidated and Minnesota Iron 
companies—tWo large corporations. The 
tendency has already set in strongly in that 
direction, and the developed mines on the 
Vermilion and Mesaba ranges that are 
owned independently of the two big com- 
panies are worth only what these companies 
may be willing to pay for them, because the 
independent Owner cannot operate them 
‘under existing conditions. The iron busi- 
ness will be controlled as absolutely as the

MANY REFUSING TO INDORSE. 


De Armit Takes Steps to Procure an 
Infunction. 


MUSICIANS STRIKE FOR PEACHES, 


Pitteburg, Pa., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—-The re- 
port in today’s TRIBUNE that President W. 
P. De Armit of the New York and Cleveland 
Gas Coal company was seeking legal ad- 
vice preliminary to securing a sweeping in- 
junction against the strikers was confirmed 
this afternoon by the statement that Sol 
Schoyer, counsel for the company, was 
preparing a bill to be presented to Judge 
M. W. Acheson of the United States Circuit 
Court, on behalf of the non-resident stock- 
holders of the company, asking for an in- 
junction to restrain the striking miners 
from congregating near the mines at Tur- 
tle Creek, Sandy Creek, and Plum Creek, 
and from interfering with the workmen of 
the company. 

This new move is made for the purpose of 


securing the aid of the United States Mar-, 


shal, as well as the Sheriff of Allegheny 
County, to break up the camps the strikers 
have established. 

There was a perpetual injunction issued 
during the last strike of the miners by the 
Allegheny County Court against men prom- 
inent in the present struggle, restraining 
them from congregating near the mines of 
the New York and Cleveland company, and 
it is claimed that it is still in force. It 
is now desired to supplement this with an 
order which, if disobeyed, will result in the 
serding of United States Marshals into the 
region now occupied by the strikers, and if 
necessary United States troops could also 
be called in. 


Have a Gatling in Place. 


The strikers about Fayeite City to the 
number of 400 have secretly organized in 
military style and a march will be made on 
the Stickle Hollow mines of the Washington 
Coal and Coke company, which has been 
working since the beginning of the strike. 
This company has been sending out 200 or 
more gondola cars of coal each day. This 
has been a thorn in the strikers’ side, as 
all efforts to get the men cut have been so 
far fruitless. In 1894 this mine operated 
during the strike, and during a march on 
the mines seVen men lost their lives. 

The company’s property has been strongly 
guarded during the strike by a large force 
of deputies, while a gatiing gun has been 
placed in position to sweep the valley leading 
to the mines. Ground Nas been secured for 
a camp at Perryopolis, not far from the 
Stickle Hollow mines, and here the army 
can encamp. 

The first signature to the new uniformity 
agreement was attached to a copy of the 
agreement in the office of the Eclipse Coal 
company at the corner of Water and Wood 
streets today. D. B. Blackburn was the 
name attached to the contract, 

Captain W. B. Reigers of the Tide Coal 
company said he would not sign the agree- 
ment and that he believed very few river 
operators would be parties to it. When in- 
formed that Captain D. B. Blackburn had 
alrea he said that he believed 
Captain Blackburn would be the only one. 
If the river operators refuse to sign trere 
will de no uniformity: Asked why he did 
not sigh it first; as expected, W. P. De Armit 
said he was too busy looking after his mines 
to read the contract. 


Musicians Demand Peaches. 

Today the Banksville fife and drum corps 
at Camp Isolation struck. It was a strike 
within a strike. After the night march and 
the men had returned to camp, Captain 
Billingham had the men in the commissary 
tent prepare a special breakfast for the mu- 
sicilans. Among the things served them was 
California canned peaches. When lunch 
time came the taste for peaches had in- 
creased. No peaches could be had. The 
band decided it must have peaches or it 
would go home, And so home it went, leav- 
ing the camp destitute of music. 

Today the DO men employed at the Horner 
and Roberts mines at Elizabeth, run by a co- 
operative company, refused to go to work. 

About seventy-five miners at the Equitable 
mines, in the same locality, also laid down 
their tools, and say they will not cut any 
more coal until the strike is settled. Both 
mines are on the Monon River. They were 
paying the district rate, and were closed by 
marching strikers. The Horner and Rob- 
erts mines have been Operating ever since 
the strike began. 

At Johnstown the fanhouse of Sterling 
Mine No. 8 was burned today. Diggers 
were working in the mine at the time, hav- 
ing refused to strike. There are hints of 
incendiarism. 


POLICE HOLD HIM AS ACOCAINE FIEND 


William McDonald Found by His Fam- 
ily, After Two Years, Horribly 
Spent and Near Home. 


William McDonald’s sister met him on the 
street yesterday, after a search of two 
years, and an hour later the young man was 
in police custody. His relatives say he isa 
cocaine fiend. His age is 24 years. He is at 
the East Chicago Avenue Police Statien. 

McDonald’s mother and sisters live at 
Superior and State streets. When McDon- 
ald became a victim of the drug he left home. 
Since then a continuous search has been 
kept up, but without avail. 

So gaunt had he become that it was some 
time before Miss McDonald recognized him. 

After McDonald was arrested the police 
found it necessary to allow him to take in- 
jections of the drug. 

The man is little more than a skeleton. 

McDonald said last night his first step 
toward his present condition was opium 
smoking, after which he began taking mor- 
phine, finally winding up with cocaine. For 
nearly two years, he said, he had lived a 
horrible life in the vicinity of Clark and Har- 
rison streets.

She her friends to 
write the truth about the Klondike stories 
that have been printed telling of the great 
wealth of the Alaska gold fields. Her letter 
confirms all that has been said, and Mrs. 
Adams says half has not been told. 

She went to Dawson City with a view to 
making a few hundred dollars at dressmak- 
ing. In the first three days she cleared up 
$90 with her needle, She says she was the 
first woman in the diggings that could fit 
a dress, and, while there are no bones or 
“ waist binding or convas or other articles 
about which women know everything and 
which go into a dress, Mrs. Adams says 
prices are kept up, ranging about as follows: 
Five to ten dollars for a plain Mother Hub- 
bard,-$6 to $12 for an empress, $8 for a plain 
wool skirt, 610 to an ounce for a Waist. 
These prices are simply for making the 
g00ds up, and Mrs. Adams says she and her 
partner have more work than they can do, 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 7.— [Special.

Fifty Well Equipped Gold-Seekers 
Engage Passage on the Steam- 
er Islander. 


Montreal, Que., Aug. 7.—[Special. ]—About 
fifty Montrealers will leave on Monday morn- 
ing next by the Pacific express to try their 
luck on their own “behalf and on that of 
others in the gold fields of the frozen North. 
At least that number of passengers have 
been taken at the Canadian Pacific railroad 
offices for the trip of the steamer Islander, 
which is advertised to leave Victoria, B. C., 
on the 15th inet. There may be others, how- 
ever, before Monday. 

Among the party booked for Monday are 
the representatives of the Canadian Yukon 
company, organized by Messrs. Guorin and 
other local capitalists. This party will be 
under the charge of Mr. Ernest Genest, 
who will have complete responsibility for 
all its operations. 

A second contingent will be the representa- 
tives of the Montreal-Lofidon Gold and 
Silver Development company, limited, of 
which Mr. C. J. McQuaig is the principal rep- 
resentative. The mbers of the party are 
nearly all men Who have been used to a 
rough outdoor life on the water op in the 
lumber camps. 

A third party will be the representatives of 
the syndicate organized by Mr. W. H. Scrog- 
gie, the dry goods man of St. Catherine 
street, and his employés.

REPORT ON THE YUKON GOLD REGION. 


Thorough Investigation Made by 
the United States Geological 
Survey. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.~The report on 
the Yukon gold region by Josiah Bdward 
Spurr, the geological survey expert, who 
héaded a pafty that made a thorough in- 
vestigation in Alaska last summer, giving 
new facts about the interior, was made 
public today. It is a comprehensive docu- 
ment and reviews In detail the work in the 
various districts. It says as to the 22 
to 


’ 1806, made by the Spurr report, is $1,400,000, 


output for 1803, as given by the mint direo- 
tor, for the ‘ereeks, all but Miller 
Creek being in Ame ons, was 
$198,000, with a mining population of 196. 
The total amount produced by the Yukon 
placers in 1894 was double that of the previ- 
ous year. In 1896 the output had doubled

Forty Mile district in the summer of 1896 
is described in the report as looking as if it 
hdd seen its best days, and unless several 
new creeks are discovered it will lose its old 
position. 

The Birch Creek disirict was last summe, 
in a flourishing condition. Most of the 
gulches were then running, miners were 
working on double shifts, night and day, and 
many large profits were reported. On Mas- 
tadon Creek, the best producer, over thirty 
miners were at work; many expecting to 
winter inthe gulch. As to hydraulicking, the 
report says: Some miners have planned to 
work this and other good ground supposed 
to exist under the deep covering of moss and 
gravel in the wide valley of the Mammoth 
and Crooked Creeks by hydraulicking, the 
water to be obtained by tapping Miller and 
Mastadon Cre near the head. It will 
be several years before the scheme can be 
operated, because both of the present 
gulches are paying well and will continue to 
do so at least five years. 

Following is the report on the Klondike 
district: | 

“ With thé announcement of gold here in 
the winter of 1896-'07 there was a genuine 
stampede to the new region. Forty Mile 
was almost deserted. But 850 men spent 
the winter on the Klondike, in gulches, and 
at the new town of Dawson. The more im- 
portant parts of the district are on Bonanza 
and Hunker Creeks. According to latest in- 
formation 400 claims had been located up 
to Jan. 1, 1897) about half as many on 
Hunker Creek. There is plenty of room for 
many more prospectors and miners, for the 
gulches and creeks which have shown good 
prospects are spread over an area of 700 
square miles.“ 

The estimated Alaskan gold production for 


The report points out the difficulties in 
the way of speedy developmcnt of the coun- 
try. First, the climate, with short summer 
season and long, cold winter. Prospecting 
is done in the winter more and more every 
year because frozen ground renders travel- 
ing over the swan:py, moss-covered country 
more easy and the miner is thus able to 
begin work with the first spring thaw. 

Whatever Alaska may be in the future it 
is not now self-supporting agriculturally. 
Moose and caribou are variable in quantity, 
abundant one time and disappearing from 
the region for twelve months at a time. 

Ten dollars a day is the general wages 
paid, $12 for a day of ten hours being paid 
in some of the more remote gulches. 

In winter the price for labor is $5 to 88 
per day of six hours. Many times the min- 
ers have been at the point of starvation; . 
hardly a winter when they have not been 
put on à ration basis. Universal suffrage 
is given and all have an equal vote. 
Fenalties include: For stealing, banish- 
ment from the country, and also whipping; 
threatening with weapons, the same; mur- 
cers, hanging, but there have been no mur- 
ders so far. 

The mining laws differ for different | 
gulches. Generally the claim is for 500 feet 
for gulch diggings from rimrock to rimrock, 
but in some gulches not paying well an ef- 
fort is being made to stake claims 1,820 feet 
long. Crowded creeks are staked 300 feet 
to the claim.and no man is allowed to stake 
more than one claim in his own name save 
the discoverer, who is allowed 1,000 feet 
instead of 500. The only officer in the re- 
public of miners is the recorder, appointed 
by popular vote, one in each gulch or creek. 


ROYALTY CATCHES THE GOLD FEYER. 


Dake of Fife Invests in the Stock of 
the Klondike Exploration 
Company. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 7.—[Special. ]~ 
English royalty has fallen before the golden 
idol of the Klondike. No less a personage 
than the Duke of Fife, son-in-law of the 
Prince of Wales, has subscribed to an in- 
corporation which was formed yesterday in 
London for the purpose of exploring the 
Klondike region and purchasing such mines 
as its accredited representatives may decide 
are worth the investment. 

For some days past firms in this city with 
financial connections in London have been 
deluged with telegrams inquiring about the 
exact condition of affairs in the gold regions 
of the Northwest Territory. As definite 
data as could be forwarded from here was 
sent, and yesterday came the information 
that a company with practically unlimited 
capital had been organized in the world’s 
great financial ‘center. Later telegfams 
conveyed the information that the Duke of 
Fife had subscribed £50,000 of the capial 
stock of the new corporation. 

The enterprise will be known as the Klon- 
dike Exploration company, limited. A num- 
ber of big British companies have agents 
here, but they will give no information as 
to their plans. It is stated that the company 
in which the Duke of Fife is interested will 
operate along lines similar to the British 
South Africa company. 


Matis for the Klondike Country. 
Portland, Ore., Aug. 7.~—I. W. Vaille, As- 
sistant Superintendent of the Raflway Mail 
Service, has returned from a trip to Vic- 
toria, B. C., where he grranged with the 
Canadian mail authorities regarding the car- 
rying of mail into the Klondike region. He 
says that the Canadian authorities have 
created a postoffice at Dawson City. This 
makes three offices established by them in 
that portion of the Northwest Territory. 
The other two offices are at Forty Mile and 
Fort Cudahy. The mail will be carried by 
the mounted police from Dyea and Skaguay. 
The service will be established in about four 
weeks.

Protest Will Be Brief. 


Note Taken of Remarks of Jap- 


anese Statesmen. 


WILLBE FIRM ABOUT HAWAII 


No Backing Down from Former Decla- 
rations on the Subject. 


—— 


PRECEDENT AFFECTING THE CASE, 


— 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—It is under- 
stood that the reply of Secretary Sherman 
to the last Japanese protest against the an- 
nexation of Hawaii will be brief by com- 
parison with the long letters that have gone 

- before, but will be conciliatory intone. This 
is accounted for by the fact that the State 
department has taken note of the published 
utterances of eminent Japanese statesmen, 
which, while unofficial, are still of un- 
doubted authenticity, all going to show that 
Japan has herself no designs upon the 
islands, but seeks only to conserve her treaty 
rights. However, the basic tone of the note 
on this point will be the declaration by Sec- 
retary Foster, when he submitted to Presi- 
dent Harrison the original treaty of annexa- 
tion, 1893, which failed owing mainly to the 
immediate change of administration. 

This statement was that, according to a 
recognized principle of international law, the 
obligations of treaties, even when some of 
their stipulations are in terms perpetual, ex- 
pire in case either of the contracting parties 
loses its existence as an independent state. 
The foreign treaties of the Hawatian Islands 
therefore terminate upon annexation, with 
the competence of the government thereof to 
hold diplomatic relations. This argument 
is to meet the Japanese objection that they 
will by annexation lose certain privileges 
for Japanese subjects which they now en- 
joy under treaty with Hawaii. 

The circumstances under which Madagas- 
car passed under French control may be 
cited to support our position in this conten- 
tion, and it can be shown that by enforced 
termination of our treaty with the Malagassy 

government the United States, which at 
that time had a paramount trade interest in 
Madagascar, suffered the loss of most 
favorable tariff rates upon our exports to 
that island. 

The second Japanese objection, that an- 
nexation would disturb the balance of power 
in the Pacific, will be met by an elaboration 
of the argument that Hawaiian Islands 
have, for so long a period been under the in- 
fluence of the United States and have by tra- 
dition become so closely affiliated with the 
republic, that no sensible change in poiicies 
or actualities of government may be ex- 
pected to result from a legal merging of the 
island into the United States. 


DILLON «WRITES ON IRISH UNITY 


Says the Pa 7 Has Been Very Success- 
ful in Parliament During the 
Session Just Closed. 


(SPEC 111. CABLE BY JOHN DILLON.) 
London, Aug. 7.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—The session of Parliament just 
Closed has been à very successful one for 
the Irish party. The quarrels which had 


almost destroyed its power have been ab- 
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gent, and conseqifently the party is rapidly 
regaining its parliamentary position. 

The Unionist government opened the ses- 
sion with a policy for Ireland of extending 
the hateful and disastrous castle system 
by creating a further series of nominated 
boards. But the strenuous opposition of- 
fered to that scheme by the Irish party 
‘compelled its abandonment and the adop- 
tion instead of the far more acceptuble 
policy of promising Ireland next session 
a system of cogovernment by popularly 
elected bodies, similar to that already estab- 
lished in Great Britain. This complete 

change of front on the part of the Salisbury 
Cabinet is a recognition, even by the Unton- 
ists, that improvement in the social condi- 
tion of Ireland must be sought in a system 
Of government resting on the sanction of 
the people, as we have always maintained. 

I regard this concession as an immediate 
result of the cessation of factions in the Irish 
ranks. The exposure of Ireland's grievous 
overtaxation, mainly due to the splendid 
abi of Mr. Sexton, brought the whole 
Irish Representation into line in the memor- 
able debate. originated in the masterly 
Speech by Mr. Blake, making a profound 
impression on Parliament and on the peo- 
ple of the country. We have also taken the 
leading part in the House of Commons this 
year in fighting the cause of all oppressed 
nationalities, and have made our influence 
felt in the Cretan and Greek questions, as 
well as in relation to Indian affairs. 

The features of the session to which I at- 
tach the most importance, however, are the 
palpable proof that the united party of Irish 
Nationalists in the House of Commons 
would be practically irresistible and the 
great progress made towards effecting re- 
union among them. The patriotic efforts 
of Mr. Tim Harrington have conduced 
greatly to this result, and I am convinced 
that before we reach a general election unity 
will be restored to the National ranks, 2nd 
we shall come back in the next Parliament 
with a solidly united party of at least 58 out 
of 108 Irish members. Considering its diffi- 
culties, I have no hesitation in saying that, 
on the whole, the Irish party has done ex- 
cellently this session, and in view of that 
fact I confidently appeal to the friends of 
the Irish cause in the United States for a re- 
hewal of their support.

The carelessness of the French authorities 
in connection with this case so impressed 1:

felt it his duty to lay the matter before

advanced to eplain Miss Weil's death. 
That some one had thrown her into the Seine 
was disposed of by the fact that her val- 
uables were left untouched, and there were 
no marks of violence upon her. Many be- 
lieve that she fell into the river accidentally, 
as they could not find a motive for suicide. 
She was young, accomplished, beautiful, 
and beloved by many friends. They could 
not think of any cause which should have 
induced her to rush thus to her death. True, 
her concierge suggested a love affair. Now, 
ne Se the message which came from her 
parents makes the theory of suicide quite 
clear. 

Her parents are Jews. She became en- 
gaged to Gleason, an art student, whoisa 
Christian. Her parents protested because 
of their differing faiths. She wrote again, 
and so did her fiancé, pressing parental con- 
sent for an immediate marriage. The 
answWer she received drove her to despair. 
To the threat of being disowned was also 
added the words, Come home at once.” 
Instead of obeying this command, she 
sought Gleason's studio. He was absent. 
Then she went out to sketch by the banks 
of the Seine. That is the last that is known 
of her movements until her lifeless body 
was found.

PEACE CONFERENCE AT BRUSSELS. 


Mr. Barrows, Representing the United 
States, Makes an Address—Resolu- 
tion on Arbitration Treaty.

Brussels, Aug. 7.—The international con- 
ference to promote arbitration was opened 
tode y in the hall of the Chamber of Deputies. 
British, American, French, Austrian, Ger- 
man, Italian, Spanish, Danish, Swedish, 
Dutch, and Roumanian delegates were pres- 
ent. 

M. de Bernaert, President of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, was elected chairmen of the 
conference. In his opening address the 
chairman expressed great pleasure at the 
presence of Messrs. Barrows and Claughey, 
the delegates of the great American repub- 
lic, which, he added, was for the first time 
represented’ at these conferences. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs, who 18 
also Premier, M. P. L. M. C. de Favervau, 
welcomed the delegates in behalf ot the 
government of Belgium. 

Mr. Barrows made a long address, in the 
course of which he spoke of the lofty ideals; 
fraternal sentiments, and reciprocal inter- 
ests which tend to bind the nations in a de- 
sire for peace. 


The British section then moved the adop- 
tion of resolutions declaring that the assem- 
bly, while regretting that the United States 
had refused to ratify the Anglo-American 
arbitration treaty, expresséd satisfaction 
over its adoption by the British representa- 
tives in Parliament, and also that another 
treaty is being prepared at the instance of 
President McKinley. 

M. de Bernaert, chairman of the confer- 
ence, was requested to communicate -the 
resolutions to President McKinley and Lord 
Salisbury. 


POPE WORRIED ABOUT PETER’S PENCE 


Falling Of of the Revenues of the Vat« 
ican—Suspicion That Funds Are 
Used for Specalation. 


London, Aug. 7.—The Vatican, including 


the Pope himself, is attively engaged in a 
campaign to stimulate the revenue from 
Peter's pence, which shows a serious de- 
crease. The chief contributor to this fund 
has always been France, but the.tendency 
of the Vatican to support republicanism 
has cooled the ardor of the aristocratic don- 
ors, and while the gifts from Americans 
have increased they do not cover the French 
deficit. The receipts are steadily abating, 
while the expenses of the Vatican are in- 
creasing. One of the causes of this decrease 
in the Pope’s revenue is that foreigners 
have got the idea that the money has been 
used in speculation. It is known that much 
of the Peter’s pence fund has been lent to 
speculative nobles interested in building 
schemes, which have collapsed, and thus the 
Vatican finds its hands full of unsalable 
property.

Havana, via Key West, Fla., Aug. 7.— 
Marianao, one of the suburbs of Havana, 
has been again attacked by the insurgents 
under General Adolfo Castillo. 

The attack was made on Thursday, and 
the fire of the insurgents on the forts and 
principal houses continued from 8 p. m. to 
4a. m. 

In the morning General Castillo entered 
with his forces in the neighboring town of 
La Chorrera, close to Santa Maria del Ro- 
sario, which is a few miles from the capital. 

After a short resistance, and in spite of 
the very strong fortifications of La Chor- 
rera, the garrison surrendered, and many 
Spanish soldiers joined the insurgents. 

General Weyler is still at Matanzas. It is 
reported that he intends to establish his 
headquarters at Colon, Matanzas Province, 
to prevent more Cuban troops from invading 
the Provinces of Havana and Pinar del Rio. 

José Loma, a Cuban prisoner, who was to 
be shot at Havana, was pardoned one hour 
before the time appointed for his execution. 

News from Puerto. Principe says that the 
combined Spanish forces of the battalions 
of Puerto Rico and Tarragona were badly 
defeated by the insurgents under General 
Lope Recio. The Spanish were taking 300 
head of cattle to Puérto Principe City, and 
all their convoy fell into the hands of the in- 
surgents. They left also on the field their 
dead and wounded. 

Another hard engagement is reported near 
the Jucaro-Moron trocha with the insur- 
gent troops commanded by Colonel Claudio 
Sanchez. 

The Spanish had twelve killed and twenty- 
four wounded. 

A Spanish official report says that Major 
Domingo Delmonte, a Cuban insurgent of 
a well-known family, has been killed by the 
Spaniards in Matanzas Province.

Havana, via Key West, Fa., Aug. 7.—

mass- meeting of Cuban negroes, supporting 
the Spanish rule of the island, was held last 
night at the headquarters of Weyler’s col- 
ored brigade, composed wholly of pure Ar- 
rican types. The Captain General's guard 
of honor and personal escort and many 
prominent colored men of Havana were 
present. They pledged the support of the 
blacks to strongly oppose even the reforms 
of autonomy. 

They argue that if the islanders are given 
more power they will be overruled by the 
intelligent, aristocratic white Cubans. Un- 
der the présent régime the ignorant black 
native population is placed on a par with 
educated whites. In many instances the 
former have a decided preference. They 
realize that enforced equality would end, 
and intelligent Cubans would institute a 
rigid color line if given power to manage 
their own affairs in any degree. 

General Weyler is jubilant at this spon- 
taneous outburst of loyalty, and considers it 
a significant answer to Spain’s reiteration 
that the rebellion is mainly maintained by 
negroes. Maceo’s personal influence held 
many around him, but now.there is a small 
percentage of insurgent black men. 

Latest army hospital statistics report over 
28,000 Spanish troops suffering of fever, with 
dysentery, or receiving treatment for 
wounds, and it is estimated that the num- 
ber of convalescents discharged from the 
hospitals, but unable as yet to rejoin their 
regiments, exceeds 90,000. 

The Havana police last night entered the 
house of a prominent Spanish Republican 
and discovered 2,000 rifles, 350 machetes, and 
500 boxes of ammunition, believed to have 
been imported fer the Cubans.

ty-fourth Battalion, under Colonel Mary 
went forward, but very slowly, cwing to the 
well directed rebel fire from the heights. 

Colonel Martins asked for a cannon but 
the gun was of no service, as it was impos- 
sible to aim it high enough to reach the 
elevated position of the fanatics, A column 
of the Twelfth Battalion, under Colonel 
Sucupire, endeavored to take one of the 
rocks by storm, but was driven back with 
heavy losses. Then the shooting line, which 
had already been much reduced, advanced 
again, reinforced by the Thirty-fifth Rat- 
talion. The combat, which began at 11 
o’clock in the morning, had been in progress 
for two hours, with no appreciable advan- 
tage for the Brazilian troops. 

“At 1 o'clock in the afternoon the artillery 
arrived, and the brigade of Colonel Panteji 
was ordered to defend the rear guard with 
the wagons and wounded. At 1:30 General 
Savagit and his staff traversed the glade at 
the head of several battalions, beneath a 
terrible fire from the summit of the rocks. 
The fields and the pass were filled with 
dead and wounded, but the commander 
pushed forward. From this moment the fir- 
ing constantly increased, and the peril of 
the passage became more and more deadly.

The 
order was splendidly executed, and, after 
a flerce rush, the federal troops occupied the 
pass, and captured all the rebel positions, 
It was not accomplished, however, without 
enormous. losses, the federal forces losing 
fifteen officers and more than 500 soldiers 
killed, and more than 600 wounded, 

Colonel Serra Martins and his brigade, 
in spite of the fact they already had fought 
for four hours, acquitted themselves with 
distinguished valor in the bayonet charge. 
Soon after the beginning of the battle Colonel 
Telles had his horse shot from under him, 
but he continued to fight on foot until Gen- 
eral Savagit sent him the horse of one of his 
Adjutants. A few minutes later General 
Savagit was wounded. Turning to his Ad- 
jutant, he said: 

Jam proud to have the opportunity to 
shed my blood for my country“. 

In spite of his pain, he would not allow 
the wound to be dressed until the battle was 
over. 

“After camping all night near the battle- 
field, the government troops continued the 
advance to Canudos, where they effected a 
union with General Arthur Oscar and his 
6,000 men.”

It is stated that 
the employers’ federation has arranged to

£20,000 ($100,000) in additional weekly strike 


pay. 

The attitude of the postoffice telegraphers 
is becoming threatening. The answer of the 
Postmaster General, the Duke of Norfolk, 
to their demands fs not forthcoming, and it 
the telegraph operators carry out their 
threats an almost complete stoppage of the 
service is probable during the coming week. 
The delays in the transmission of messages 
are already scandalous. The Financia! Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, Mr. Hanbury, in the 
House of Commons on Thursday explained 
that the delay was due to motives of econ- 
omy. The newspapers are most scathing in 
their comments on the mismanagement of 
the postofiice.

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KAISER VISITS THE CZAR 
EMPEROR oF GRRMANY ARRIVES AT 
THE PABACE OF PETERHOF, 


Accompanied by the Empress He Ar- 
rives at Cronstadt Aboard the Im- 
perial Yacht and Is Saluted by Gay- 
ly Decorated Warships—Nicholas 
and the Caarina Embrace Their Vis- 
itors and Congratelate William on 
His Appointment as Admiral. 


— — 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 7.— The German im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern, with Emperor 
William and Empress Augusta Victoria on 
board, arrived in Cronstadt roads at noon 
today. The warships in the roads were 
dressed with bunting in honor of their 
Majesties, and they fired an imperial salute 
as the Hohenzollern entered the harbor. 

The Czar and Czarina had gone from 
Peterhof to welcome their guests and when 
they met the Czar and Emperor cordially 
embraced each other, as did the Czarina 
and Empress. 

After a short time spent in conversation 
all the royalties went on board tre Russian 
yacht Alexander, which proceeded to Peter- 
hof, where ia situated the imperial rest- 
dence on the Gulf of Finiand. When the 
party arrived at the palace they were re- 
ceived by some of the members of the im- 
perial family and high state dignitaries. 
Detachments of troops were present, who 
acted as guards of honor. Large crowds 
assembled in the vicinity of the palace and 
their Majesties were heartily cheered. 


Hohenzollern Enters the Roads. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. |] 

Cronstadt, Aug. 7.—It was about 11 o'clock 
when the Hohenzollern entered the roads. 
In addition to the Russian imperial yacht 
Alexander the yacht of their German 
Majesties was met by a number cf steamers 
having on board parties of German colon- 
ists from many different sections of the 
Russian empire, who had assembled here 
to welcome the travelers. The latter were 
accorded a most enthusiastic reception. 
Royal salutes were fired from the batteries 
ashore, and the band of the Hohensollern 
replied with playing the Russian national 
anthem and other airs. 

As the Hohenzolleru entered the roads 
Emperor William appeared upon the bridge. 
The bands of the Rusisan ships lying near- 
est to the course of the imperial yacht 
played Hell Dir,“ the sailors manning the 
yards, and salutes were fired by the Rus- 
sian vessels, 

The Hohensollern, flying the German 
standard at its main, the Russian ensign at 
its bow, and the German ensign at its stern, 
steamed slowly between the lines of Russian 
ships, Emperor William standing upon the 
bridge and bowing in response to the sa- 
lutes of the officers and men of the various 
warships as he passed. 

Two Rulers Meet. 

Alexander met the Hohenzollern at noon, 
and both yachts came to anchor. The Caar 
and Czarina, the Grand Duke Alex's. uncle 
of the Czar, and Prince von Radolin, the 
German Ambassador to Russia, at once went 
on board the German yacht. Emperor 
Nicholas wore the uniform of a German Ad- 
miral, and the Grand Duke was sim'iarly at- 
tired. 

Emperor William and the Empress wel- 
comed their visitors at the gangway, and 
repeated warm embraces were exchanged. 
The Czar congratulated Emperor William 
upon his appointment as an Admiral in the 
Russian navy, and after a short time the 
entire party boarded the Alexander and pro- 
ceeded. to the Peterhof Palace. All re- 
mained on deck as the yacht steamed on 
her way, and were kept busily engaged in 
acknowledging the cheers of the people. 

Upon landing the Czar and Czarina and 
Emperor William and the Empress drove to 
the Peterhof Palace, Where luncheon was 
served. After luncheon the Emperor and 
Empress visited the Czar and Czurina at 
the Villa Alexandra, and then made calis 
upon other members of the royal family. 


PORTENT OF ‘THE ~KAISER’S TRIP. 


Much Discussion on the Continent Re- 
garding the Conference at St. Pe- 
tersburg—England Indifferent. 


London, Aug. 7.~The leading question in 
continental political circles is, Will the visit 
of Emperor William of Germany to St. Pe- 
tersburg result in a German-Russiaj- 
French understanding directed again 
Great Britain? Such a consummation is un- 
doubtedly devoutly wished for in Germany, 


commerce between Great Britain and Ger- 
many has rekindled anglophobism. 

The Deutsche Zeitung voices the general 
hope, saying: The Emperor will achieve 
imperishable renown if he succeeds in cre- 
ating an alliance aiming at the annihilation 
of England's power.“ 

Continuing, the Deutsche Zeitung suggests 
that the Emperor should endeavor to ob- 
tain the closing of continental ports against 
English goods. 

The fact that the German Emperor is ac- 
companied to St. Petersburg ‘by the Im- 
perial Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, and by 
the presumptive Foreign Mimister, Baron 
von Biielow, indicates the importance which 
is attached to the visit. 

Advices from Paris, however, show there 
is little enthusiasm there on the subject of 
the suggested anti-English alliance, the im- 
pression being that France, in entering into 
such an arrangemelit, is only playing Ger- 
many’s game, and it is very doubtful if 
France will derive material advantages 
therefrom. N 

On the other hand, Great Britain, judg- 
ing from the tone of the press, is absolutely 
indifferent, and is content to continue in 
her position of splendid isolation, satis- 
fied that either the dreibund or the Russo- 
French combination will receive her with 
open arms if she ever desires to join them, 
even though maps are already published 
showing the approaching partition of the 
British Empire.

Berlin, Aug. 7.—The Cologne Gazette says 
that the proposal of Germany for European 
control of Greek finances has been accepted 
by the powers. The plan proposed provides 
for a commission, which shall administer 
certain sources of Greek revenue, the in- 
come from which will be applied to the pay- 
ment of the indemnity .to Turkey and of 
various European loans.

Northwestern University Discovers It 
Has Power to Eviet Its Lessees 
Who Dispense Grog. 


Northwestern University and its trustees 
have discovered that the founders of the 


such an extent that they placed a clause 
in their contracts and leases which gives 
them power to assist the police in their 
present crusade against illicit liquor dealers. 

According to Dr. R. D. Sheppard, treas- 
urer and business manager of the university, 
the stipulation is made in all leases for uni- 
versity property that any tenant known to 
sell liquor or handle intoxicants of any 
form in Evanston can be evicted from the 
premises on short notice. Under this clause 
of the leases some of the keepers of blind 
pigs” are likely to find their goods and 
chattels, and likewise beer, moved out to 
the curb in the near future. 

Mrs. Kate Parker, whose case for alleged 
violation of the liquor ordinance has been 
pending before Justice Levere for several 
weeks, occupies the house at 1623 Orrington 
avenue on a lease from the Rev. Dr. Craven, 
who, in turn, holds a lease issued by the uni- 
versity. Dr. Craven has been foremost in 
the investigation designed to prove that Mrs. 
Parker is conducting an fllicit Iiquor busi- 
ness and now the university has come to 
his assistance. 

Dr. Sheppard asserts that the holding of 
a government license for the sale of liquor 
is sufficient grounds for enforcing the stipu- 
lations of the lease, and Mrs. Parker is 
known to have one. 

Mrs. Emily Foerster, who has also been 
sued by the city for vidlations of the same 
ordinance, lives almost directly across the 
street from Mrs. Parker, and also occupies 
a house owned by the university.

The 2:08 pace furnished the fast mile and 
one of the most desperate coniests of the 
year, but the 2:14 trot was the cause of 
lots of trouble. In this the favorite, Oakland 
Baron, got along well enough for two heats, 
reducing his record to 2:00% in the second 
one, With Mosul closeafter. Then the Baron 
grew tired and surrendered to Mosul in the 
next encounter. The latter also entered the 
select 2:10 list by another trip in 200%. The 
fourth heat found Mosul on a tangled break 
at the word and Oakland Baron had a clear 
track. Ruby was gaining on him coming 
home, but her driver did not seem to be 
trying very hard. The judges déliberated 
some time, then declared it no heat, fined 
W. C. Crone, driver of the suspected trotter, 
$100, and ordered bets on the heat to stand 
for the next Heat. Colonel R. G. Stoner of 
Paris, Ky., owner of Oakiand Baron, re- 
fused to start his horse again and protesied 
the decision, which took first money from 
him after he had finished ahead three times.

London, Aug. 7.—The discussion of the 
work done by Parliament during the ses- 
gion which closed yesterday has served to 
emphasize the complete demoralization of 
the Liberal party.

HEAT AFFECTS LONDON DEATH RATE. 


Over 200 Prostrations Reported to the 
Hospitals Thursday—Rain Cools 
the Atmosphere. 


London, Aug. 7.—4 long spell of hot 
weather was broken by severe local thunder- 
storms on Thursday and Friday, in which 
several persons were killed, a number of 
buildings were damaged, and the crops sus- 
tained serious injury. The thermometer 
registered 06° on Wednesday in London, and 
at Cambridge the heat was 18° above the 
average, which has only thrice been reached 
during the last quarter of a century. 

There were over 200 prostrations from the 
heat treated in six London hospitals on 
Thursday. There was only one-third of an 
inch of rainfall in July. The crops are se- 
riously threatened and the experiences of 
the water famine in the East End of 
London are already looming up. 

The heat, which has been unusually pro- 
longed, has affected the London death rate. 
There were 2,023 deaths last week, of which 
1,205 were children, bringing up the death 
rate to 23.6 per thousand. There were many 
sunstrokes and general discomfort was ex- 
perienced.

Well, 
I think In the present state of things there, 
the high cost of living, the difficulties and 
expense of transportation, every twenty 
shillings worth of gold recovered is likely to 
cost twenty-one shillings. There have been 
no big syndicates formed here to exploit the 
Klondike fields. The existing exploration 
companies possessing, as they do, enough 
capital have sent out representatives to re- 
port upon the finds and to buy claims, but 
it seems to me that the organized working 
on a large scale of these alluvial deposits of 
gold is beset with immense difficulties.”

London, Aug. 7—[Copytight, 1897, by 
the New York Post. ]—Frenchmen, Germans, 
and Austrians this week have worked them- 
selves into no small state of excitement over 
England's denunciation of the German and 
Belgian treaties. They saw that the avowed 
protectionists of Howard Vincent's United 
Empire Trade league were the first to con- 
gratulate Mr. Chamberlain on the bold move 
and Jumped to the conclusion that England. 
finding her enthusiastic admiration of free 
trade would no longer pay, meant to try 
protection under the pretext of consolidating 
the empire. One enterprising St. Peters- 
burg correspondent elaborated a great 
Franco-German-Russian plot against Eng- 
land, with Prince Bismarck at the bottom 
of it All, to explain this retaliating blow from 
London, 

Yet despite European alarms and Sheffield 
vagaries free trade was never safer in Eng- 
land than now. Mr. Chamberlain talks no 
more of his vague zollverein ideas, All the 
British government is now doing is to remove 
obstacles which prevent the colonies from 
giving free trade to England. German writ- 
ers, seem, by today’s reports, to begin to 
appreciate this, and in official circles here 
the belief is general that Germany and prob- 
ably Belgium also will gladly enter into re- 
vised treaties, permitting other coldnies to 
follow Canada’s lead and give preference to 
British goods. If the stumbling block does 
arise, it will be over India, which, though not 
a British colony, is freed by the denunciation 
of the treaties. Germany, having a large 
trade with India; would suffer heavily if 
English influences induced India to differen- 
tlate against German goods. 


Decline in Agriculture. 


Flow completely tabooed the subject of pro- 
tection is in serious political circles is well 
illustrated by the portentous report of the 
Royal Commission on Agriculture. After 
three years’ continuous Inquiry the com- 
missioners find it in a deplorable condition. 
The capital value of purely agricultural land 
has declined nearly 50 per cent in twenty 
years. The long continued fall in prices is 
sending more and more land out of cultiva- 
tion and crowding the farming population 
into the towns. Yet, though the commis- 
sioners included ardent protectionista like 
Henry Chaplin and W. H. Long and ad- 
vocates of state advances to landlords, the 
increase of small holdings, and even of bi- 
metallism, they dare not breathe the word 
protection.“ 

Things are not really so bad as this pésst- 
mistic commission suggests. Those English 
farmers who are not &fraid of leaving old, 
worn out methods are making a good thing 
of agriculttre, though they talk less than 
the grumblers. The commissioners had, 
moreover, too great a landlord bias to admit 
what the evidence proves, that the real 
millstone around the neck of the British 
farmer will only be removed when the rent 
is adjusted to present prices. 


Brutal Negiect of India. 


The Indian budget debate afforded a 
strange spectacle. Plague, famine, and 
earthquake have made this a terrible year 
for 260,000,000 British subjects, yet only one 
day, and that at the far end of the session, 
could be spared to consider the crisis in the 
affairs of this vast empire. Only twenty 
members, mostly back-bench men, could be 
induced to attend.

CHICAGO TRADERS ARE PINCHED. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCH BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

New York, Aug. 7.—{Special.J—in many 
ways Wall street bas had a notable week. 
Quotations have been strorg. There is ac- 
tivity unprecedented for years.» During the 
week there have been days in which the 
volume of transactions has surpassed any- 
thing since before the panic time of 1893, 
with the one exception of one day during 
the hubbub raised by Cleveland’s Venezuelan 
war message. In no normal market have 
we had anything in ten years equal to what 
has been dieclosed during the current week. 
Many developments aave taken place hav- 
ing large and important influence upon the 


course of prices. Most important in the 


financial world has been the going to pieces 
of exchange rates. Wall street thronghout 
the current market improvements has none 
the less been continually nervous over the 
apprehension that gold might have to go 
abroad in large quantities. Two or three 
times sporadic export movements have 
broken out. A week ago we sent some 
millions of the yellow metal out of this 
port. In some high banking circles these 
shipments were accompanied by free and 
easy predictions that they were the begin- 
ning of an export movement which was 
likely to reach to tremendous proportions, 
and not only dispose of Wall street buoy- 
ancy, but exert far-reaching depressing in- 
fluences upon all American trade conditions, 


Plainly Nonsense. 

Any sensible man, caring to consider what 
the facts were, could not doubt that this was 
nonsense, but none the less it was of some 
effect upon the speculative mind, and it head 
back from stock market activity many 
traders who otherwise would have been con- 
spicuous and influential in helping the mar- 


‘ket’s betterment along. 


International trade balancés are in our 
favor. They were so at the close of last 
year. At the end of the first six months of 
1897 Hey were more than ever favorable 
to us. At present, with our grain shipments 
and the increasing European demands for 
our crops, these international trade balances 
are simply destined absolutely to grow into 
proportions which at this time are beyond 
the possibility of calculation. In the face 
of this condition gold exports on any natural 
basis are simply impossible: Europe can 
get further gold from us, just as Europe 
ean from us any other product we may 
have in volume and can spare. But the sud - 
den petering out of the sterling exchange 
rate manipulation has disposed of this par- 
ticular bear bugaboo. 

Ratlway Earnings Increasing. 


Railway earnings are increasing just as 
prices for cereals are increasing. Current 
railroad earnings are but a hint of what 
railroad earnings close ahead are going to 
be. With the Western farmer getting bet- 
ter prices for his grain than he has been 
able to secure in nearly twenty years— 
and that is precisely what now seems to be 
certain—the railroads of the country are 
going to be able to command larger rates 
than have lately been in their reach. In 
many important quarters present railroad 
rates are simply prohibitive of profit to the 
railroads. Advanced rates are certain. 
Whether or not the advances will keep rates 
within what may be held to be “ reason- 
able, and whether or not it is going to be 
in the interest of healthful public economy 
for the railroads to put up rates, as it is 
certain they will put them up, are ques- 
tions about which Wall street does not 
much concern itself. What Wall street sees 
in the question of high railroad rates is a 
solid reason for buying and holding securi- 
ties. This question is not yet cutting much 
figure in the stock market, but before long it 
will -be conspicuous, and such railroads as 
are in the way of most quickly and most 
largely getting advantages from such ad- 
vances are the railroad properties which 
are most likely to maintain Wall street pop- 
ularity. They are easy to pick. Most of 
them have terminals in Chicago. 

Bad Crop News Not Effective. 

It is probable that for some time to come 
We shall have more or less sensational crop 
news. Some of it may be effective, but it 
will have to be of more consequence than dis- 
closed in the hot wind dispatches which 
early this week scorched Kansas. These 
dispatches were likely enough in their 
recitals, but the representations did not 
bear the test of even casual investigation, 
and Wall street stocks, after a fractional 

. Setback, went on to prices higher than ever. 
The Atchison and Missouri Pacific line and 
the Western railroad stocks seemed to feel 
only the pettiest effect of the Kansas blight. 

It is probable that such crop news from this 
time on will be of more importance to spec- 
ulators than it can be effective touching 
stock quotations. The feeling is pretty well 
settled in finantial circles that the crops are 
far enough assured to make it certain that 
unprecedented traffic is ahead for every 
transportation company in the West. In 
this regard an influential factor is not so 
much the fact that the harvests are large as 
it is the fact that foreign interests are larger. 
Little of the grain of the country is at the 
seaboard. Practically every bushel of it 
will demand transportation. 

Of even more extensive influence in affect- 
ing railroad profits is the attending fact that 
the unprecedented demands make certain 
a west-bound traffic in volume greater than 
any the country has known for over a dozen 
years. The Western farmer has been econ- 
omizing. The Western store shelves are 
now empty. The grain-grower can now be- 
come a buyer. The granger merchant hasa 
chance to do his first hustling during this 
decade. 


Chicago Traders Pinched. 


Chicago interests in the stock market have 
me again conspicuous. In some parts 
of the market they are as important as they 
proved to be at the beginning of the mar- 
ket's betterment. In Rock Island, Burling- 
ton, and St. Paul stocks Chicago has been 
the confident buyer during the more recent 
rise in these granger leaders. 

On this account large profits are piled up. 
In sugar trust one group of Chicago traders 
has made some heavy losses. Another group 
has been punished in Chicago Gas. Even

o short interest in the market is pretty 
wail diniintshed, in some conspicuous quar- 
tefs it has been practically extinguished.

DETECTIVES NIP A SALOON HOLDUP. 


Fierce Fight with Revolvers Follows 
a Raid on Mra. Sehnuer man's 
West Jackson Street Place. 


The attempted holdup of Mrs. M. Schnuer- 
man’s sdioon at 66 West Jackson street was 
nipped in the bud by four detectives waiting 
for the event yesterday morning. The de- 
tectives appeared just as James Jackson 
and Frank Canan thrust their revolvers into 
the face of Bartender Rudolph Grommell, 
demanding $1,600, which had been drawn to 
cash checks for neighborhood workingmen. 
After a fierce fight, in which many shots 
were fired, the holdup men were arrested 
and the money, which had been surrendered 
by the bartender, was recovered. 

The saloon at the time of the attempted 
holdup was full of customers, and soon after 
the struggle between the detectives and the 
thieves the streets were crowded with people 
attracted by shots and shouts. 

Mrs. Schnuerman is a widow and has kept 
the saloon in Jackson street for a number 
of years. She has been in the habit of keep- 
ing considerable money in her place every 
Saturday to cash the checks of the workmen 
employed in the neighboring shops and 
foundries. Yesterday morning she received 
$1,600 from the F. J. Dewes Brewing com- 
pany, and the money was put away in the 
cash drawer behind the bar. 

It was 10 o'clock when Canan and Jack- 
son, the latter colored, entered the saloon 
by the front door. For two months the 
police had been expecting a holdup of the 
place and Detectives Flynn, Elliott, Gar- 
rigan, and Spain were on watch just across 
the street. 

Jackson and Canan stood at the bar for 
half an hour sipping beer. Then the former 
suddenly pulled a brace of revolvers and 
ordered Grommell to throw up his hands. 
He complied. Jackson walked behind the 
bar, seizing a wallet containing the money, 
the detectives rushed in, and shooting began, 
Jackson starting the fusillade. 

When the smoke cleared away the robbers 
wore handcuffs and the barkeeper was also 
in custody on suspicion of complicity in the 
affair.

JOY AMONG THE “ ANTIS.” 


Ordinance Declared to Be Against 
the City Charter. 


ANSWER WILL BE MADE. 


If Overruled the Case Will Go to the 
Supreme Court. 


THE LIGHT CLAUSE IS LEGAL. 


Judge Tuley held yesterday that the city 
had no right to license bicycles, that it could 
only license an occupation and could not 
impose a license upon specific property 
when it was not used in business or in an 
occupation. After the court had announced 
his decision to issue Judge Collins’ injunc- 
tion Assistant Corporation Counsel Brown- 
ing prayed for an appeal, which was granted 
and thirty days given for the city to prepare 
to go to the higher court. In passing upon 
the case the court said: 

„The bill in this case attacks the validity 
of an ordinance imposing a tax upon bicycles 
and vehicles used for pleasure. The first 
section provides All wagons, trucks, drays, 
earts, carriages, cars, omnibuses, bicycles, 
or other wheeled vehicles used for traffic, 
either for merchandise or passengers, in 
either public or private use, upon the streets 
of the City of Chicago, shall pay an annual 
license fee,’ and then specifies the rates to 
be paid 61 per annum for bicycles and differ- 
ent rates for other vehicles. 

I the words used for traffic,’ which fol- 
low the words ‘ other vehicles,’ are to be 
held as qualifying bicycles, wagons, etc., 
used for traffic previously enumerated, it is 
only bicycles and wagons used for traffic 
that are required to take a license. I have 
serious doubt as to whgther that is not the 
legal construction which should be given to 
this section. 

Charter Clause on Licensing. 

“The only charter provision applicable to 
the matter at issue is clause 42 of section 63 
of the city charter, which is as follows: 
‘To license, tax, and regulate hackmen, 
draymen, omnibus drivers, carters, cabmen. 
porters, expressmen, and all others.’ This 
power has always been held to authorize 
only a tax or license upon the business or 
occupations named. No occupation or busi- 
ness is required dy this ordinance to pay 
a license fee on epecific property. Bicycles, 
wagons, etc., are required to do 80. 

Our Supreme Court has held in the Far- 
well case that wagons used by a merchant 
in his own business would not be required 
under similar provisions of the old charter 
of the City of Chicago to take out a license. 
That such power did not authorize a licensy 
fee upon wagons not used for hire was held 
in the East St. Louis case. It has also been 
held that a farmer's wagon could not be 
required to pay a license fee. Nor can a 
city organized under the general incorpora 
tion law for cities, which is the Chicago 
charter, require merchants to take out a 
license. In A case in Missouri under sim- 
Har charter powers it was held that the 
City of St. Louis could not tax vehicles used 
for pleasure. This case is quoted with ap- 
proval by our Supreme Court. The same 
decisions have been made in Kentucky. 

City Quotes Few Decisions. 

The city claims,’ continued Judge Tuley, 
“that the power exists under the authority 
to open end improve streets and alleys and 
reguiate the use of the same.“ No express 
decision in point is quoted, but three cases 
are relied on to support the contention. The 
first was an ordinance requiring a license 
for packing-houses, the secohd case was 
where an ordinance was required for the 
sale of meats. Both were sustained as prop 
er police regulations, and as being author- 
ized by the power to pass ordinances ‘ neces- 
sary or expedient for the promotion of 
health or the suppression of disease.’ 

“The other case was where an ordinance 
was sustained requiring tugboats using the 
Chicago River to take out a license, the 
court giving as one reason that the city

Viscount Garnet Joseph Wolseley, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the British army, who 
is reported to be seriously ill at London, 
was burn June 4, 1883, at the seat of his 
mother’s family, near Dublin.

annoy persons passing or to frighten 
horses.’ It is argued,’ Says Judge Tuley 
“that this gives the city the power to pass 
this ordinance. Such contention cannot be 
sustained, as it is not an amusement of the 
same nature as those specified, nor would it 
be contended that the city could license a 


game of ball or the flying of kites in the 
public streets. 


Class Taxes Hlegal. 


“ Nor can the contention,” continued the 
Chancellor, “be sustained that the ordi- 
nance is valid under the power to improve 
streets by special taxation, special assess- 
ments, or otherwise.’ The term ‘ or other- 
wise does not authorize the singling out of 
specified personal property of a particular 
class of the community to be taxed or 
licensed, in order to raise a fund to improve 
the public streets. If it did the lawyers 
or physicians could be made to bear the 
whole burden. The power to tax must be 
expressly granted and the power to license 
ts limited by the charter to licensing of occu- 
pations and cannot be held to extend by im- 
plication to the imposing of a license fee on 
personal property without regard to the 
business or occupation in which it is used.“ 

Judge Tuley then held that the exaction 
imposed by the ordinance was not the exer- 
cise of the licensing power, but was an at- 
tempt to raise revenue for street improve- 
ment by imposing a tax under the guise ofa 
license, and so far as it concerned bicycles, 
wagons, and other vehicles used for pleas- 
ure, it could not be sustained for the reason 
that the tax is not imposed according to 
value, as required by the constitution and 
city charter, and because it is not uniform 
in its operations and is violative of the 
principle of equality of burden, which is in- 
dispensable to all legal taxation. 

Another reason given by the court for 
granting the injunction is because bicycles 
and pleasure vehicles are required to be 
assessed according to value for general tax- 
ation, and by the allegation of the bill those 
belonging to the complainants have been as- 
sessed and the tax paid, therefore it is 
double taxation of the same property which 
is not authorized by law. Such double tax- 
ation, the court holds, imposes a heavier 
burden upon one class of the community 
than upon another class, and therefore vio- 
lates the principles of uniformity required 
by the constitution. Further the court held 
that a court of chancery had jurisdiction 
to enjoin the collection of the legally im- 
posed tax, and that public convenience re- 
quired that an illegal tax should be en- 
joined and the body of taxpayers saved 
from the annoyance and expense of defend- 
ing individually against its collection. Fi- 
nally Judge Tuley said: 

“The corporate authorities exercise a 
trust position as to taxpayers, and are 
guilty of a breach of trust in attempting to 
levy and collect an illegal tax. Upon that 
ground a court of equity could take juris- 
diction. While it is true a court of equity 
could take jurisdiction to prevent the en- 
forcement of a void police ordinance or 
police regulation, yet every case as to a 
court of equity enjoining the enforcement 
of an ordinance must depend upon its own 
circumstances. If the ordinance, even as a 
license imposition prevents, as in this in- 
stance, a very large portion of the com- 
munity exercising an inherent natural right 
to use the streets of the city for pleasure 
purposes, unless each person submits to an 
Illegal exaction as a condition precedent to 
such use, equity will interfere at the suft 
of one or more to protect the natural rights 


of all hy enjoining the enforcement of such 


an ordinance. 

“It would be a travesty of justice to say 
that these 200 complainants, having a com- 
mon right and a common.question involved, 
cannot have relief under such circumstances 
by injunction in one suit, but must be left 
to make defense individually against the at- 
tempt to collect this illegal exaction. This 
remedy at law is- not complete or avequate, 
but the remedy by injunction ts. The In- 
junction sought for by the bill of the com- 
plainants must be granted.“ Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Browning, who, with Miss 
Hirtzel, argued the case, said the case has 
been decided only on demurrer. 

Browning Diseusses Decision. 


“This decision is favorable to the city,“ 
he said, “for the reason that the court 
holds the ordinance is good as to all bicycles 
and vehicles of every description used for 
traffic. We do not admit that the Judge is 
right so far as the license on vehicles used 
for pleasure and not business is concerned 
until we have heard from the Supreme 
Court. We think Judge Tuley is entirely 
wrong in holding that the ordinance does 
not impose a license and in holding that a 
bill in equity will lle. We are very clear 
that the question of license is involved and 
that a court of equity has no jurisdiction. 
If a court of equity can take jurisdiction of 
the present case it could as well issue an 
injunction to the prayer of A and others 
where B had been arrested and the Circuit 
Court has decided in writ of habeas corpus 
or other proper proceedings that B was 
properly arrested. 

The general riding public will rejoice in 
the fact that that part of the ordinance 
requiring all vehicles to carry lights has 
been declared valid. The part of the ordi- 
nance as to vehicles used for traffic and all 
vehicles carrying lights will immediately 
be enforced.” 

At the offices of the City Collector and 
City Clerk the business of collecting the 
bicycle tax and issuing the license pro- 
ceeded until noon, when the offices closed. 
There was no rush for licenses during the 
forenoon and not many were issued com- 
pared with the early days of the week. In 
accordance with the injunction no more 
licenses will be issued until the suit of Judge 
Collins has been finally disposed of, and if 
the case is decided against the city in the 
higher courts the money already collected 
will be returned to the wheelmen. 

Thornton Calls It Victory for City. 

Corporation Counsel Thornton said he re- 
garded the decision as a defeat for. those 
who are behind this suit, meaning the own- 
ers of heavy traffic wagons, end a sub- 
stantial victory for the city. “ This,” he 
continued, “was only a preliminary skir- 
mish. I believe we shall win the final battle. 
The contest today was on the city’s de- 
murrer to complainant’s bill. That docu- 
ment was not filed until a late hour last 
Thursday afternoon, consequently there was 
no opportunity to prepare and submit an 
answer. We were obiiged to demur. By 
that proceeding we practically admitted the 
truth of all averments made in the bill. 

“ Even on that basis I contend, however, 
the city has won a substantial victory, in 
that it will be allowed to enforce that part 
of the ordinance relating to the lighting of 
vehicles and bicycles, and also to enforce 
the payment of license fees on traffic 
wagons. As to the remainder of the ordi- 
nance, we will take that up and discuss the 
right to license bicycles just as soon as we 
can get the time to file our answer. This 
will be done early next week. Then the 
case for final decision will be heard on a 
motion to dissolve the injunction. 

“The decision I regard as a defeat for 
those whom I believe to be the real contest. 
ants, the owners of traffic teams and wag- 
ons. I have plenty of evidence that the suit 
was urged by them. On the other hand, I 
have been assured by bicycle clubs having 
a membership of 10,000 that their members 
were heartily in favor of the ordinance, so 
upon final adjudication of the case I believe 
we will get a favorable decision.“

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CLEARS UP BICYCLE THEFT MYSTERY. 


Arrest eof Berthold Hesse and Brune 
H. Seleke on a Charge of 
Conspiracy to Rob. 


Berthold Hesse and Bruno H. Selcke were 
arrested yesterday morning by Mooney & 
Boland detectives, and taken before Justice 
Prindiville, who sent them to the County 
Jail in $2,000 bonds to answer to a charge of 
conspiracy and larceny, preferred by the 
Western Wheel Works company. Hesse 
lives at 804 Sedgwick street, and is a young 
German mechanic. Selcke lives at 73 Fre- 
mont street, and is a medical student. He 
has moved in good German society on the 
North Side, and his arrest was a shock to 
his friends. 

The manager of the bicycle department of 
the Western Wheel Works company has 
been suspicious for some time, and the re- 
cently exposed conspiracy to rob the Mor- 
gan & Wright company decided him to make 
an investigation. Two weeks ago he em- 
ployed private detectives to look into the 
case, and it was soon found out that big 
losses were coming from the assembling 
room. Hesse was quickly spotted as the 
guilty man. He was in the habit of meeting 
Selcke each noon hour in some saloon where 
he would deliver up what goods he had been 
able to get from the factory during the 
morning. Selcke would then take the goods 
to some small bicycle dealer and dispose of 
them, and in the evening the two men would 
meet and divide the profits. Most of the 
stolen property consisted of bicycle sundries 
such as chains, spokes, pedals, hubs, balls, 
and saddles. The amount involved may 
reach several thousand dollars. 

When arrested Selcke had thirty-six chains 
in his house, besides numerous other small 
articles, and the detectives have up to date 
succeeded in recovering over $300 worth of

The business agents of the Building Trades 
Council tomorrow morning will order the 
promised strike on forty public schools, 
where 2,000 men are employed, They post- 
poned action yesterday in the hope that the 
School board or the members of the Com- 


come forward with a proposition looking to 


a settlement of the issue over the employ- 


ment of non-union men. They failed to do 
so, however, and it was announced late yes- 
terday afternoon at the Building Trades 
Council headquarters that at the meeting of 
the business agents tomorrow morning the 
strike would be ordered. 

An impetus was given to this sentiment 
on receipt of information that the Calhoun 
School at Jackson boulevard and Sacramento 
avenue was guarded by police. Inasmuch 
as no member of any union affiliated with the 


council can work under police protection, 


this is considered sufficient in itself to pre- 
cipitate a strike. 

The policeman who has been on duty there 
two or three days was put back at the re- 
quest of the contractor, who said he feared 
trouble because he had non-union roofers 
at work. It is charged by the trades council, 
however, that inasmuch as the work at the 
school is under the direct control of the 
School board, it is responsible for the pres- 
ence of the police. | | 

Quealy States the Case. 

Charles B. Quealy, business agent of the 
Brotherhood of Electrical Engineers, said 
yesterday regarding the controversy with 
the board: 

„ We have simply come to the conclusion 
that it is time to force an issue on this ques- 
tion, which we have been trying to have the 
board consider for a long time.. It will not 
help us a bit to wait any longer. If we were 
to wait for the meeting of the full board on 
Wednesday night, which the committee 
wishes us to do, we would simply be referred 
again to that or some other committee. 
That is what has been done with us right 
along, untif we have grown weary of it. 
We have another purpose also beside that 
of forcing out non-union labor, and that 
is to maintain wages, which are being 
jeopardized.”’ 

Howard Gross, acting chairman of the 
Committee on Buildings and Grounds in the 
absence of Mr. Cusack, said yesterday re- 
garding the difficulty: 

1 think the Trades Council is making a 
mistake in forcing this question in its pres- 
ent shape, and, if it persists, I am disposed 
to think it will do no good. By keeping the 
schools closed they are injuring themselves 
as much as any one else, inasmuch as they 
are closing the doors to their own children, 
for whose education they pay taxes. 

“ Now, regarding the merits of the ques- 
tion, I do not consider that the board has 
any right to exact new conditions from 
contractors right in the midst of the per- 
formance of their contracts. If the Trades 
Council had based its demands on future 
contracts, why that.would be a different 
matter and one that I am perfectly willing 
to consider but to say that we shall step in 
now after having made contrac‘s and de- 
mand that their ditions be changed is 
something I consider wrong, and I certainly 
will not give my consent to it. 

Deal with Contractors Only. 

“Again, it would be diffcrent if all the 
details of the work came under the direct 
charge of the board. The council might 
then with some degree of consistency make 
its present request of us. But our duty has 
simply to do with the lowest contractor, 
provided he is responsible and guarantees 
to do the work as we wish; and we look to 
his bondsmen to see that he does. 

„ don’t consider that it is our duty to 
inquire whether his employés are union or 
non- union. We are supposed to represent 


the whole people, and I do not see why we 


should say that some workingmen should 
not be given the privilege of earning a 
livelihood because they do not meet with 
the approval of other workingmen regarding 
organized or unorganized labor. 

“ Personally I am friendly disposed to- 
ward organized labor, and I think it will 
make a mistake if it forces an issue on the 
present question.“ a

Silver Affiliations Give Offense to the 
Subscribers, 


PERSONALLY HE IS ESTEEMED. 


Providence, R. I., Aug. 7.— [Special. ]—Pres- 
ident Andrews of Brown University is re- 
garded as a martyr by a large section of 
the press and by an immense number of peo- 
ple. One reason for this is that the members 
of the corporation of the university are 
averse to publicity. They do not talk for 
publication. 

A member of the corporation was with 
much difficulty induced to discuss the inner 
history of the troubles which have come 
over this ancient house of learning. The 
statements he made were confirmed by mem- 
bers of the college alumni. They prove that 
Dr. Andrews’ ‘*‘ martyrdom has been large- 
ly of his own seeking. 

There are facts which tend to create the 
belief that the President of the old Brown 
has sought an advertisement for himself. 
He has acted in common with representa- 
tives of the organ that is endeavoring to de- 
velop free silver sentiment among the peo- 
ple. He has been a reckless business man- 
ager, has involved the university in debt, 
and has effectually cut off sources of money 
supply to cover deficiencies. 

Bight years ago, through various in- 
fluences, Dr. E. Benjamin Andrews was 
asked to take the Presidency. He was then 
professor of history at Cornell. His reputa- 
tion was that of a tireless worker of great 
executive capacity, popular among the 
youmg, and altogether competent to advance 
the interests of the university. 

His Aggressive Management. 

Full of ardor, Dr. Andrews set to work. 
He set out to raise Brown from a steady- 
going college to the rank of Harvard and 
Yale. Dr. Andrews swelled the number of 
students of all classes from less than 400 
to more than 900. Various departments 
such as are found in a typical university 
were added. The faculty was increased to 
nearly 100—trebled, in fact. Expenses 
swelled correspondingly. The income was 
not sufficient. Every additional student be- 
came a bill of expense. 

President Andrews threw the doors of ad- 
mission wide open. Numbers, not quality; 
a thousand students instead of 400; never 
mind the expense; have faith; trust to 
friends; shout, hustle, push! Such were the 
characteristics of the Andrews régime. 

In 1887 the balance sheet of the Treasurer 
of the university showed a surplus of $220. 
Dr. Andrews assumed charge in 1888. In 
1889 thére was a deficiency of $6,993.70. In 
1892 the deficit was $34,537. In 1896 it was 
$25,886. The corporation became alarmed. 
It was almost out of the question to secure 
money to make up deficiencies. 

After 1890 the falling off was so marked as 
to indicate that the stream of beneficence 
had well nigh ceased to flow. Dr. Andrews’ 
health had become impaired by overexertion 
and worry. The trustees gladly gaye him a 
year’s leave of absence to go abroad. 

Drawing the Reins. — 

Then the work of retrenchment was be- 
gun. The causes of the cessation of pri- 
vate beneficences were investigated. It was 
soon plain to every trustee that the course 
of the President had been such as to alienate 
friends of the university. me of the trus- 
tees were offended by the radicalism, the 
seueationalism, and the impracticability of 
the hustler they had made President. 
At the annual meeting of the corporation 
last June the corporation appointed a com- 
mittee of three to communicate with Dr. 
Andrews. Their purpose was to induce him 
to exercise more prudence. The financial 
views of Dr. Andrews were contrary to those 
of the class of men who have aided Brown 
with their money. 

The first real public utterance of Dr. An- 
drews that found disfavor was a talk at 
the Board of Trade in Providence. 
financial heresies gave much offense. Busi- 
ness-men who made their money in con- 
servative ways could not sympathize with 
such financial kite-flying. Subsequently, 
when Dr. Andrews was invited to address 
the Commercial club at a dinner many of 
the members protested. 8 

Delegate to a Silver Convention. 

The final stroke was administered when 
Dr. Andrews became a delegate to the Silver 
National convention. 

The committee of three appointed to com- 


municate with President Andrews on his 


return from Europe consisted of William 
Goddard (the Chancellor), former Chief 
Justice Durfee of Rhode Island, and Francis 
Wayland, Deen of the law school of Yale. 
Dr. Wayland is the son of the illustrious 
President Wayland of former years. 

The purpose of the committee was not hos- 
tile to President Andrews. They simply de- 
sired him to avoid such public utterances as 
would tend to injure the university. His 
resignation was not asked for by the com- 
mittee, neither was it expected. To this 
hour there appears to be no general animos- 
ity towards him personally. If he feels that 
he cannot change his expensive and im- 
practicable plan of conducting Brown his 
departure would be essential as a simple 
matter of business. If he thinks that his 
duty requires him to proclaim views of 
finance that the trustees and the class of 
men who donate money believe to be dishon- 
est; his going could not be too soon. Noone 
with silver tendencies has given money to 
Brown, and Dr. Andrews himself has ad- 
mitted that none Is in sight. 


ANTI-SALOON FIGHT AT MUNCIE, IND. 


Five Liquor Dealers Arrested for Vio- 
lating the Provisions of the 
Moore Law.

Muncie, Ind., Aug. 7.—- [Special. JI— The 
Committee of One Hundred, composed of 
bankers and other equally as prominent 
business-men, which was organized a month 
ago for the purpose-of closing about fifty 
saloons in this city, under the provisions of 
the Moore law, filed affidavits today against 
five saloonkeepers, charging them with 
cperating saloons in the residence portion 
of the city contrary to the ordinance passed 
under the provisions of the law. The five 
were arrested and will be tried next week. 
They are Paul Karlen, Jahn Mehan, Daniel 
MeCarty, John Housee, and Charles Bena- 
dum. Two other saloonkeepers were ar- 
rested last week and convicted, taking an 
appeal to the Circuit Court.

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‘SUE FOR OVER A MILLION. 


DEPOSITORS OF A DEFUNOT MILWAU- 
KEE BANK GO INTO COURT. 


* 


Ex-Directors of the Broken Plankin- 
ton Bank Sued to Recover an 
Amount Over and Above Amount 
for Which They Were Liable—Pro- 
ceedings Come as a Surprise to the 
Defendants—Test Case Decided in 
Favor of the Creditors Is the Basis. 


Milwaukee, Wis,, Aug. 17.—[Special.}—The 
depositors of the defunct Plankinton Bank 
sprung a surprise on the ex-directors of 
that institution this afternoon by beginning 
suit against them, and if their contention 
is correct, as good attorneys claim it is, 
Judge James G. Jenkins of the United States 
District Court, William Plankinton, Eugene 
S. Elliot, Frederick T. Day, William Mom- 
sen, and Charlies L. Clason will have to 
disgorge about $1,200,000. 

The suit is brought to recover this amount 
from the directors of the bank over and 
above the amount for which they are liable 
on the stock, which they held in the de- 
funct institution, and which nearly all of 
the directors and other stockholders have 
paid, It is contended that the directors 
were the trustees of the depositors, and that 
failure of the bank was due to their negli- 
gence. The proceeding is a new one, and the 
result will be watched with interest through- 
out the country, as if the depositors of this 
bank succeed in holding the directors of the 
bank responsible for its debt the directors 
of other institutions which went under in 
the panic will have to pay up to those who 
confided in them. 

A test suit involving the proposition was 
brought by William Gordes, a creditor of 
the bank, in behalf of all of the creditors, 
against the directors before Justice McClin- 
tock, for $80.73, the balance of Gordes’ de- 
posit in the bank at the time of its failure, 
over and above the amount paid him in 
dividends since. This suit Justice McClin- 
tock today decided in favor of Gordes. 

In the report of the State Treasurer Jan. 
4, 1893, it is set forth, according to the com- 
plaint, that the bank had a paid up capital 
of $200,000, a surplus of $150,000, and un- 
divided profits amounting to $48,000, It is 
also made to appear, the complainant 
charges, that none of the officers, directors, 
or stockholders of the bank had loaned any 
money, and showed under oath that the cap- 
ital was paid up, and that the surplus and 
undivided profits were there. 

It is charged that while Day owned $50,000 
worth of stock originally he purchased 
$46,000 additional, for which he paid only 
with loans on the bank which it is charged 
amounts to no payment at all. The divi- 
dends that Day received under this $40,000 
stock are charged to have been unlawful 
and contrary to the statutes and are sought 
to be recovered. 

The complaint then charges a long list of 
instances of negligence in detail on the part 
of the directors, and charges that they should 
have known of all of the acts of negligence 
and results of mistakes and oversights. 
Judgment is asked that the directors be re- 
quired to pay the entire amount due and ow- 
ing the creditors, which approaches $1,200,- 
000. 
Justice Orton of the Supreme Court de- 
cided a similar case, in which he held that 
the Circuit Court has jurisdiction over di- 
rectors to compel them to account for their 
official conduct in the management of the 
funds and property committed to their 
charge and to order and compel payment 
by them to the corporation which they repre- 
sent or to its creditors of all sums of money 
and of the value ef all property which they 
may have acquired to themselves or trans- 
ferred to others or may have lost or wasted 
by any violation of their duties as such di- 
rectors. 

If the Supreme Court upholds Justice Mc- 
Clintock the private fortunes of some of the 
men involved will be wiped out. 


CANADA 18 MENACED ON ALL SIDBS. 


Deminion Authorities Are Sdaddeniy 
Awake to the Strength of the 
United States. 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 7. — [Special. 1— 4 
profound impression has been created in 
Canada by the references of Mr. Theodore 
Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the United 
States navy, to the question of the defense 
of the cities of the great lakes on the United 
States side. The versions of Mr. Roose- 


velt's address received here are accepted as 


an indication of a settled intention to estab- 
lish an efficient navy on the lakes. This, he 
is represented as intimating, is to be the be- 
ginning of a movement along the frontier 
bordering on a foreign power and extend- 
ing across a continent.” 

The press throughout the country Is dis- 
cussing the matter from the standpoint of 
defensive resources on the part of Canada. 
It is assumed that the intention of the Unit- 
ed States government is to denounce the 
Rush-Bagot agreement of 1817, restricting 
the naval force of each power to one ves- 
sel of 100 tons on Lake Ontario and two on 
the upper lakes. The building of the Walter 
Q. Gresham, designated as a revenue cut- 
ter, is quoted as an infringement of the 
agreement. Recent resolutions passed by 
important trading bodies in the lake cities 
ealling for the establishment of a naval 
force on the lakes, as well as the danger to 
cities on the Atlantic seaboard, are also 
quoted. 

In connection with Canadian lake defense 
it is conceded that Canada is at a disadvan- 
tage, and that it would be impossible to get 
British ships up to the lakes of sufficient 
weight and power to cope with the arma- 
ment the United States could bring into ex- 
istence at short notice. As regards the de- 
tense of the coast cities, the Hon. David 
Mills, one of the most cautious men in the 
Ministerial party, said in a recent inter- 
view: 

The British empire is very widely scat- 
tered, and without exposing some portion 
of it to conquest it is scarcely possible that 
a very formidable fleet could be kept at any 
one point. Thé government of this country 
have been told more than once that while 
the British fleet will give the commerce 
of this country upon the high seas the 
same protection that it does to commerce 
of the United Kingdom, that the seaboard 
towns of Canada must protect themselves 
by necessary defensive works, precisely as 
the domestic government of Great Britain 
has done in the case of the seaboard towns 
in the United Kingdom. ‘ 

“Let me ‘mention one fact: During the 
Crimean war France asked permission to 
disregard the provisions of the treaty with 
Great Britain. in reference to the Island 
of St. Pierre at the entrance to the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, and to fortify that island, 
which, under the terms of the treaty, she 
was not permitted to do. That permission 
was privately granted. 

“France, by treaty, is bound not to keep 
at St. Pierre and Miquelon a larger force 
than fifty soldiers, who were to be retained 
solely for the purposes of police. Now, 
these provisions have been altogether dis- 
regarded. Contrary to the terms of the 
treaty, France objects to a British Consul 
residing there, and after the American War, 
when Mr. Andrews, the American Consul, 
visited, that place, he found there the most 
formidable fortifications—the strongest upon 
the continent. There are numerous batter-

Martha Grote, an inmate of the Dunning 
Asylum for the Insane, died on Friday night 
of laudanum poisoning. The woman man- 
aged to get into the drug closet, and swal- 
lowed the narcotic without the knowledge 
of the attendants. Her condition was 
not noticed until the following morning, 
Every effort was made to revive her, but 
without success, A Coroner's jury returned 
a verdict of suicide, and censured the dttend- 
ants for carelessness. 

Martha Grote was admitted to the asylum 
July 8 She was suffering from acute mel- 
ancholia as the result of the death of her 
56-year-old child. The child died from 
diphtheria, and the woman blamed herseif 
for not securing the services of a physician 
sooner. She attempted suicide a dozen 
times before her husband made application 
to have her put under restraint. 


| Was Constantly Watched. 


The woman was placed in cottage No. 3, 
which is under the charge of Dr. Kearney, 
one of the woman physicians connected with 
the institution, Dr. Kearney had to exercise 
the greatest vigilance to prevent her from 
committing suicide. The woman insisted, 
however, that she must go and meet her 
child, and declared that she would never 
‘stop until she had ended her life, 

Thursday night the ward was left in 
charge of Miss Garrahie and Miss Jones, 
attendants. Dr. Kearney made the rounds 
at 9 o’clock, and at that time there was 
nething wrong with the woman. 

The drug locker is in a small hallway 
outside the main ward. The attendants 
have medicines to administer at certain 
hours but the orders are exceedingly strict 
to keep the locker under lock and key. In 
some way Mrs. Grote managed to evade 
the vigilance of the attendants and secured 
possession of the poison. There were five 
ounces in the vial and the woman swallowed 
one ounce, 


All E@orts Futile. 


The next morning she was discovered to 
be in a comatose condition, and, though 
every restorative known to medical science 
was applied, they were without effect. 

The most mysterious part of the affair 
was the manner in which the woman secured 
possession of the poison. This the Coroner's 
jury was unable to discover, notwithstand- 
ing the examination of witnesses lasted over 
four hours. Miss Garrahie and Miss Jones 
declared that they had locked the closet. 
The key was turned when Dr. Kearney ex- 
amined it in the morning. 

“The affair is a mystery te me.“ said Dr. 
Kearney, though there must have been 
unpardonable carelessness somewhere. The 
orders about tke medicine locker are ex- 
ceedingly strict. The insane are sly, how- 
ever, and the woman must have watched 
her opportunity to slip out and secure the 
poison while the door was temporarily un- 
locked and the attendant's back was turned. 
At any rate, the bottle was found In her bed.

Jay Smith, a prisoner at the bridewell, 
committed suicide tn his cell early yester- 
day morning by cutting his throat with a 
small piece of steel which he had fashioned 
into a knife.

The 
letter was signed“ Tessie.”

The police, though, 
are treating me all right, and I have no 
complaint to make of them.“

Corporation Counsel Thornton followed 
close on the Mayor's heels as he entered the 
inner executive chamber. Directly Con- 
troller Waller, who has been Acting Mayor, 
appeared and was admitted.

McGann and the doorkeeper let him

However, the civil service law is in 
force, and cannot be ignored, The sixty 
day appointees cannot be reappointed un- 
less they have passed the examination, and 
are on the eligible list. No, it cannot he 
done pending a decision of the Supreme 
Court as to the validity of the law. 

“Anyway, I have no doubt that the Su- 
preme Court will hold the law is constitution- 
al, An act virtually the same as ours has 
been passed upon in five other States, and 
sustained. I do not believé the Supreme 
Court of Illinois will differ in its decision 
from the Supreme Court of New Tork.“ 

Despite the Mayor’s denial, a rumor went 
out among the faithful that civil service 
was discusssed; that Mr. Thornton, repre- 
senting the machine,“ urged his Honor to 
go against the board and help only Demo- 
crats into power; that Waller and McGann 
advised him to use all his influence toward 
enforcing the laws and sustaining the board.

„I've just passed through one of the most 
trying experience of a mother’s life,” an- 
swered the newcomer with a nervous 
tremor in her voice, and if you don’t mind 
we'll sit here a little while before we have 
our luncheon. Really, I'm too excited to 
eat now.’ 

‘What's the matter? Has the bal cut 
a tooth!“ asked one of her companions,‘ a 
jolly matron of about 40. 

Tell us about it, dear,“ said the other, an 
older woman by fifteen years, soothingly. 
“ You know we women are queer folks. Our 
troubles often vanish while we are reciting 
them. What has upset you so?’ 

Just this,“ replied the worried mother. 
My boy had his first fight just as | was 
ready to come to meet you here, and I en- 
couraged him in it, too. Now I'm all broken 
up, for perhaps I did wrong in telling him to 
defend himself. You know he is only 7. 
and the other boy was a good deal bigger; 
but my boy licked him,” she added, proudly. 
All the same, when the whole thing was 
over and I was ‘driving down, I began to 
wonder whether children should or should 
not be allowed to strike back, and I'm free 
to confess that I am all at sea concerning 
this much disputed question of the manly 
art of self-defense. Of course, no parents 
want their children to pick quarrels or to 
become involved in disgraceful squabbling, 
but after a boy goes to school he is at the 
mercy of any rough fellow who chooses to 
attack him, and then no mother or father 
wants to see their son take this bullying. 
Really, I think I'd almost rather have my 
son grow up to be a knave than a 
coward. But still I’m afraid I fell short of 
one of the duties of motherhood when I 
called out to him to pound and pommel his 
antagonist with all his might awhile ago.”

Has No Love for Fighting. 

„For my part,“ spoke up the jolly woman, 
„1 think it is a dreadful thing to teach 
boys to strike back. I have a nervous horror 
bf fighting, and my two sons can never say 
that their mother encouraged them to hit a 
blow. They are 12 and 15 now, and so far 
have never once struck each other. Quarrel? 
I should say so, for hours at a time, just 
like girls, but they never come to blows. I 
think blows are so brutal, and I've always 
taught them that two wrongs cannot make 
a right, and that it is better for them to 
suffer a thousand wrongs than to do such an 
ungentlemanly thing as to strike a play- 
mate back. When they have difficulties be- 
tween themselves or with their schoolmates 
they simply quarrel it out. Sometimes they 
are two to three days getting matters 
straightened, but they never have to resort 
to blows, and I've noticed that the dear little 
fellows slip quietly away when there are 
any signs of a fight.“ 

1 don’t wonder that they sneak away,.“ 
broke out the clderly woman, impulsively. 
“Why, dear, you must excuse my plain 
speaking, but you know. love you like a sis- 
ter. You are bringing your boys up to be 
cowards, and that is one of the most cruel 
things a parent can. do. It makes a man’s 
life so hard to be a coward. Parents are 
often responsible for cowardice. Both of 
you women have often spoken to me of your 
great admiration for my brothers, and you 


always add, They seem so brave and manly 


and full of courage.’ That’s just what 

every says about those five men. I'll 
tell you the setret of it. They were brough! 
up to fight like Turks, and they were about 


the best boys I’ve ever known, except my 


own,“ she added with a preity blush and a 
mischievous laugh. My mother never in- 
terfered with them. They were quick tem- 
pered and impulsive, and always fond of 
fighting bigger boys than themselves. Vic- 
tor or vanquished, they never bore malice 
or, what is far worse, awoke it in their an- 
tagonists. Today they are the most loyal 
friends and the most loving brothers I * 
of anywhere.

Neither of the priests uttered a 
word of complaint. As for myself I must 
confess my longings for the fleshpots of 
civilization were at times openly expressed, 
but it was entirely from desire for better 
food. The cold weather I found bracing and 
invigorating. 


hong Sunny Days 
in the Summer. 


There is literal as well as figurative sun- 
shine in Alaska. Three months of summer 
seems like a short season, but when it is 
taken into consideration that the sun is on 
duty for nearly twenty hours a day, shining 
with torrid intensity, it may be readily seen 
that a great deal of fructifying warmth gets 
into the ground. Old Sol is no laggard in 
Alaska. He rises before 3 a. m. and keeps 
at work until nearly ll p.m. The growing 
of a few hardy grains and vegetables and 
coarse forage in the central and southern 
sections is not an idle dream. The finest 
strawberries I ever ate were raised in the 
open air at Yakitat Bay. Alaska will never 
be an agricultural country, but there is war- 
rant for Commissioner Wilson's action in 
agitating the establishment of an experi- 
ment farm there. Under proper encourage- 
ment ample food for reindeer and hardy 
sheep and ponies can be raised. Reindeer 
are the natural cattle of the country. They 
haul freight and passengers surely and fast, 
their skins make warm garments, and the 
meat is good eating. There is no reason why 
the reindeer should not be as much of a 
fixture in Alaska as itis in Lapland, and when 
this is accomplished all danger of famine 
will be gone. The Rev. Mr. Swanson is now 
raising domestic cattle successfully at Un- 
alaklick, on Norton Sound. 

Natives of Alaska were not uncomfortable 
or unhappy before they became initiated in 
the vices of the white man. Living away up

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in the arctic reglon they got through the 
long, cold winters without suffering and 
came out fat and smiling in the spring. 
Now, with an acquired taste for rum, they 
are getting lazy and improvident, and too 
often winter finds them unprepared for its 
rigors. Most of them would rather drink 
“ quass than lay up stores of blubber and 
salmon, and, weakened by dissipation and 
want, they fall ready victims to disease. 
“ Quaass.” is made by letting fermented flour 
and sugar water freeze and then drawing off 


the Alcohol. 


Alaska’s Gold Brings 
Wealth to Thousands. 


There is sunshine in the yellow gold of 
Alaska. To many a home it is today bring- 
ing joy and cheer, where before all was 
gloom and sadness. Excitement attaches to 
the Klondike discoveries on account of their 
unparalleled richness and extent, but for 
nearly twenty years a stream of yellow 
wealth has been flowing out of the Northern 
land. The Treadwell mine alone, situated 
at tide water and within easy reach of civ- 
ilization, has produced millions of dollars, 
while the great expanse of territory around 
it has been barely touched by the prospect- 
ors’ picks. From the Klondike country this 
season's cleanup will be fully $10,000,000, or

Don't damn the 
land by comparing it with districts in which 
the rush of emigration began fifty years 
ago. It’s a pretty good place of its kind 
cold, barren of accommodation, no railways, 
no hotels. But man's civilizing hand is even 
now at work and a great change is fast com- 
ing over the country. If anybody tells you 
it is impossible to get to Alaska this winter 
without. facing death, or that you will run 
a risk of starving after yau get there, set it 
down as a biased claim—provided, of course, 
that you have sense enough and means 
enough to secure a proper outfit before 
starting. 
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HIS SHORT THUMB IS A MONEY SAYER 


How Captain J. C. Barr Helps Out on 
the Profits of the North American 
Transportation Company. 


One of the ploneers on the upper Yukon 
River is Captain J. C. Barr of Chicago. He 


is. a former Mississippi and Missouri River 
pilot, and during the war was a mess mate 
of Will J. Davis of the Columbia Theater 
in.the navy. Captain Barr made his first 
trip up the Yukon in command of the steam- 
er P. B. Weare in the summer of 1892. In 
18938 he came from the landing now known 
as Cirele City to attend the World's Co- 
lumbiah Exposition, where in the Rthnolog- 
ical Building he exhibited a rare collection 
of Alaskan curiosities. It was claimed at 
the time that he traveled farther to at- 
tend the Fair than any other person living 
in United States territory. 

During his first trips up the Wer he came 
in contact with the nativé Indians and 
many of them have not yet forgotten how 
he jokingly educated them to be able to 
compete with Yankée shrewdness in trad- 
ing. At different points along the river 
the Indians were in the habit of cutting and 
piling wood, which would be sold to the 
steamboats as needed. Approaching one 
of these camps the boat would whistle a 
signal that its officers were willing to enter 
into negotiations for fuel. The Indians 
would congregate on the river bank and 
the sign language was largely used in the 
preliminary dickering. Captain Barr, stand- 
ing well forward on deck, would hold up 
as many fingers as he would give dollars 
per cord for the wood. The contract would 
be closed with an affirmative nod or a nega- 
tive shake of the Indian’s head. 

This method proved mutually satisfactory 
until one trip Captain Barr held up the 
three fingers and thumb of his right hand. 
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The Indians nodded a yes,” and when the 
wood was loaded Captain Barr called their 
attention to the fact that half of his right 
thumb had been shot away and he joKingly 
insisted on settling on the basis of §3.50 
a cord as the price represented by the 
mutilated thumb. 

The Siwash chief was not slow to com- 
prehend the joke and for that time accepted 
the terms. On subsequent trips he would 
shake his head if the thumb came into play 
and would insist that the left hand be used 
in signaling. He knew nothing about 
Bryanized silver dollars; but he seriously 
objected to the demonetization of thumbs. 

When last heard from Captain Barr was 
thinking of introducing the Indians to a 
new system of financiering, which consists 
of offering them one-half of all the drift- 
wood they can catch and bring ashore dur- 
ing the breakup of the river in the spring. 
This system was first introduced by ex- 
United States Senator Powers of Montana 
in early days on the Missouri River. 

Captain Barr has spent three winters in 
Alaska and his faithful services to the 
North American Transportation and Trad- 
ing company are to be rewarded by an in- 
creaSe in salary, official promotion, and the 
naming of a steamboat in his honor. He 
was frozen in with a boat load of 850 tons 
of provisions during the winter of 1896-97. 
He brought the cargo safely through the 
dangers of the “ breakup” of the ice and 
his was the first boat to land provisions at 
Cirele City this year. Notwithstanding he 


had a two years’ contract with his crew, | 


every man of them deserted upon arrival 
at the mines. Although thoroughly posted 
as to the choice locations, he refused to seek 
the millions that seemed almost assured 
if he would only desert his post of duty. 
On the down trip he had to manage as best 
he could with Indian help.

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FIND If HARD 10 KEEP THEIR GOLD. 


Returning Miners Discever Many 
Whe Secretiy Pian te Relieve 
Them of Their“ Dust.” 


From New York and San Francisco many 
stories now come over the wire of plans to 
rob returning Yukoners of their gold. If 
any have tarried in Chicago to see the 
sights they have either found safety in 
universal honésty, or, what is more probable, 
have been warned of traps for the unwary 
and have concealed their identity while here, 

Shortly after the arrival of the last ship 
from Alaska at San Francisco a number of 
the Yukoners had a reunion at a private ho- 
tel on California street hill. There was 
everything on hand to make the function, 
pleasant, and the evening passed rapidly. 
Then there was an adjournment to a music 
hall on the edge of the “ tenderloin,” and 
there was more of the wine, woman, and 
song business. The Yukoners found that 
whisky at 10 cents a glass was a more potent 
liquor than. they had met even at Forty 
Mile. 

There was no limit to the orders, for the 
men were in for a good time. Some of them, 
with considerable foresight, placed their 
sacks in the safe of the saloon. When they 
did this they had more confidence in the in- 
tegrity of the strong box than in their own 

ity for liquids, but their confidence was 
placed, according to reports. One of 
the party, who was at one time a leader of 
the Yukon ploneers, deposited a sack con- 
in the safe. When he called 
for it he found that some one else had 
broken into the safe and taken one-half of 
the stuff that was in the receptacle. One 
man lost, according to his statement, $214, 


“and his companion about $100. The party 


broke up about the time the cars began to 
run in the morning, and when the sacks were 
demanded there was a scene. : @ 
This was nothing, however, to what oc- 
curred the nfgbht following the orgie, Those 
who lost. their money met in the refresh- 
ment-room of the hotel in which they were 
staying, and each accused the other of béing 
accessory to the robbery. Had it not been 
for the intervention of several policemen, 
called by the proprietor, there might have 
been several owners of rich claims lying on 
the slabs of the morgue the next morning. 
Complaint was made to the police, and 
Captain Bohen, Chief of Detectives, de- 
tailed two officers to look Into the matter, 
They have ascertained that a friendship 
existed between the proprietor of the saloon 
and one of the parties for some time, and 
that the banquet which preceded the de- 
pletion of the sacks was a very convivial 
affair. Some doubt is cast upon the state- 
ments of both parties on account of their 
condition when the discovery was made, 
but the final development of the matter may 
take place in the police court. 2 
Other members of the party who have been 
seeing the sights have also suffered. Wine 
at $5 a bottle is said to have been the cause 
of the losses, but the Klondikers say they 
have been robbed. A special detail of po- 
licemen has been made to act as pseudo-of- 
fidal guardians of the men from the Yukon 
country during their stay in San Francisco.

Importation of young women into North- 
ern Alaska as wives for the miners is the 
project one elderly dame laid before the offi- 
cials of the North American Transporta- 
tion and Trading company. She figured that 
at least 2,000 of the 10,000 hardy prospectors 
in the Klondike would like to get married 
right away and would be willing to pay a 
good price for the proper kind of helpmeets.

You can 
make money out of the transportation and 
board of the women, and the commissions 
from the miners will insure my company a 
big profit. Now, I want you to take some 
of the stock in pay for the passage of myself 
and two or three agents while we run up 
there to make arrangements and-——"” But 
Mr. Weare shut her off and made his escape.

In the meantime an enroliment is 
going on of those women who are willing to 
take their chances in the frozen north. 

Another woman wanted.to get $2,000 to 
use in organizing a company to locate gold 
placer claims. She was endowed with pow- 
ers of clairvoyance and could unerringly 
point out hidden deposits of precious metals 
She had done so with great success in Call. 
fornia and Colorado and would now like to 
try her hand in Alaska. Suggestion that 
clairvoyance should enable her to pick outa 
backer was taken as a personal insult, and 
she departed in high dudgeon. 

Women Seek Klondike Chances, 

Scores of women, some of them good- 
looking and of seeming refinement, have 
announced their willingness to marry any- 
body in the shape of a miner who has made 
a lucky strike, and in evidence of good 
faith have put their names and house ad- 
dresses on record.

Women appear also as promoters of min- 
ing and development projects. Some of 
them can talk intelligently about the coun- 
try and its prospects, and have a convinc- 
ing way of setting out their propositions. 
One, a little keener than her competitors in 
the hunt for the dollars of the public, has 
sprung a plan by which stock may be paid 
for on the installment basis at the rate of 
twenty-five cents a week a share. In the 
spring—most of these good things are going 
to come off in the spring—experienced pros- 
pectors will be grubstaked.and sent into the 
Kiondike to look for a paying claim. The 
company has nothing as yet in the way of 
assets save expectations, but these are very 
big and strong. 

A midwife .advertises for a partner to 
furnish money to open @ hospital in Daw- 
gon City. On an investment of 65,000,“ 
she says, “I will guarantee a yearly in- 
come of $50,000 sure with the chance of 
making double this.“ 

Fictitious Klondike stocks, with the quota- 
tions regulated by clock mechanism, have 
made their.appearance in some of the bucket 
shops frequented by women, It is simply 
the substitution of Klondike for the old 
names on the tape, but the gamesters stake 
their money on the turns with as much eager- 
ness as if the figures were wired from a 
genuine stock exchange in Alaska, and there 
is an observable spurt in the d ess. “If 
I can win $1,000 here Em going to the 
real Klondike just as quick as I can,” said 
one woman oustomer in a La Salle street 
shop. While she was speaking a whirl 
of the wheel wiped out her margin, and she 
hustied around to borrow car fare to pay her 
way home. g 

Carrier Pigeon Mail Service. 

Alaska Carrier Pigeon Mail Service“ is. 
the title given in all seriousness to a com- 
mercial project by Thomas Arnold, a gray 
bearded, wise old man who haunts 
the offices of Board of Trade operators in an 
effort to enlist capital tor the enterprise. 
“ It will be years,” heurges stoutly, ‘* before 
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hard pressed to raise the price of food and 
lodging from day to day without sending $100 
fees to the Secretary of State. Dreamers 
with a small amount.of loose change drop 
in occasionally and make contributions to 
the cause, but it never gets beyond this 
stage.

Farming in Alaska does not sound like a 
particularly enticing proposition, but there 
are other enthusiasts besides Frederickson 
who are pushing the idea. They not only 
maintain that grains and can be 
raised in some parts of the territory, but 
even talk about vegetables and fruits. 
What's more, they quote Joaquin Miller's 
letters in support of their scheme, Ranch 
booming in southern California in its palm- 
lest days never had more earnest advocates 
than these men who are trying to develop 
the agricultural and horticultural possibili- 
ties of Alaska.

Aeroplane Similar to Idflenthal's. 
Mr. Felts’ machine ts a slight modification 
of the aeroplane devised by Lilienthal in his 
arly experiments, with a few improvements 
which are considered of importance by Mr. 
Felts as adding to its safety and the possi- 
bilities of guiding it at will. The agroplane 
has two great wings, shaped somewhat like 
the wings of a bat, with a combined surface 
of about 200 square feet. The wings are 
covered with strongly woven silk, fastened 
to ribs of bamboo, which give it considerable 
strength with little weight. Each vane dips 
low at its junction with its mate, and from 
the center swoops upward and outward in 
a graceful convex curve. Toward the tips, 
however, there is an upward trend of the 
pinions, presenting the convex downward 
to avoid danger from e me lateral 
Swoops and oscillations.

The aeronaut, with his assistants and 
machine, will be transported up the peak 
by railroad, and final preparations for the 
flight will be made at the government sig- 
nul station. When all is in readiness the 
voyager will take a short run across the 
platform to acquire momentum and leap 
over the brink of the crater of Vulcan. 
Thence his flight will be across the great 
abyssmal Valley of the Storms, or Cafion 
of the Clouds. From the start he will steer 
for Cameron’s Cone. If he can clear that 
point he will have no difficulty in contin- 
uing his flight out on to the plains of Colora- 
do Springs. He will keep his eyes fixed 
anxiously to the front, constantly. marking 
where the line of vision over the cone re- 
veals the slopes of the great plains. If that 
line of vision rises doubts also arise as to his 
ability to clear the cone. When the line of 
vision cuts the horizon his greatest Lope 
vanishes. He will then swerve to the left 
and strike for the gapway, where Gog and 
Magog, those stupendous granite sentinels 
of countless ages, keep their stolid vigils. 

If, owing to contrary air currents or any 
other cause, he loses elevation so rapidly 
that he cannot clear them, he will once more 
veer to the left and sweep into the cafion 
leading down to Manitou.

“I do not claim that 1 will be able to fly 
with my present device; but I have worked 
out plans for a machine which, when I am 
able te construct it. will. in my opinion, 
actually be Able to fly and navigate the air 
as easily as a bird does at the present time. 
That is the main object of my proposed flight 
from Pike’a Peak. It may also assist me in 
securing further financial backing than 
what I may be able to make by the winning 
of my wagers.” 

Mr. Felts is a man 85 years of age, and 
has lived in Colorado Springs since last 
March. His home is at 513 West Huerfuno 
street. He has been engaged in the com- 
mission business most of the time he has 
been here, but has devoted his leisure time 
to his experiments in aerial navigation. He

In “Alda,” Otello,“ and “ Falstaff,"’ the 
Jast a flower of ripe old age, Verdi proved 
that at a time when creative art with the 
majority is dead the world had not outlived 
him. His energies were preserved for and 
concentrated in his work. His battles were 
fought out in his own mind for the advance- 
ment of his art. While many would have 
pet out to exploit ideas he observed and ap- 
propriated facts. With wonderful power 
of self-criticism he appears step by step to 
have thrown aside one period of creative 
art and emerged without one whit having 
lost his individuality in another. His has 
been that rare attribute of genius to appro- 
priate to himself the good that appealed to 
him in the world of art as he found it. The 
world was made for him, according to the 
attitude he has intellectually assumed, and 
having found it so he continued throughout 
his career a living part of it.

Rudyard Kipling once said: “ There are 
people who move the world, but they are 
mot nice to talk to.” It is the clamor of 
their intellectual machinery before they set 
it in motion, however, that remains a dis- 
agreeable remembrance with the most of 
us. After a man has given evidence of ac- 
complishing something there is generally 
an excellent quota ready to lend ear. But 
it is the unhappy commotion he has raised 
before he attained to anything tangible that 
the conservative part of the world refuses to 
forget. 

To this day Wagner has as bitter enemies 
n Germany as he had at the outset of his 
career—conservatives, who have not out- 
jived conservatism even when it is obsolete.

story is quite human, or perhaps 1 should 
say that they are both too good for human 
nature’s daily food. 

Glory Quayle, the heroine of “ The Chris- 
tian,” is human cnough to make up for the 
spiritual quality of John Storm, the Chris- 
tian. The story is of the fight of two natures 
in two people. In Glory Quayle the flesh and 
the devil made a hard fight for possession 
and were usually victorious, while in John 
Storm the flesh was continually routed by 
the spirit. Both Glory and John come from 
the Isle of Man, but John was out and out 
English, while Glory had a dash of French 
blood in her veins—stage blood, too. The 
little island has become too small for her and 
when the story opens she is on her way to 
London to become à hospital nurse, while 
John is to be the chaplain of the same hos- 
pital. 


Mr. Caine’s New Heroine. 


Glory must have been a striking looking 
girl, according to Mr. Caine’s description: 

„ She was taller than the common, and had 
golden red hair and magnificent dark gray 
eyes of great size. One of her eyes had a 


brown spot, which gave at the first glance 


the effect of a squint, at the next glance a 
coquettish expression, and ever after a 
sense of tremendous power and passion. 
Rut her most noticeable feature was her 
mouth, which was somewhat too large for 
beauty and was always moving nervously. 
When she spoke her voice startled you with 
its depth, which was a kind of soft hoarse- 
ness, but capable of every shade of color. 
There was a playful and impetuous ralllery 
in nearly all she said, and everything seemed 
to be expressed by mind and body at the 
same time. She moved her body restlessly, 
and while standing in the same place her 
feat were always shuffling. Her dress was 
homely—almost poor—and perhaps a little 
careless. She appeared to smile and laugh 
coatinually, and yet there were tears in her 
eyes sometimes.“ 

The young clergyman who accompanied 
her was of a good average height, but he 
looked taller from a certain distinction of 
figure.

Pres- 
ident Andrews of Brown University is re- 
garded as a martyr by a large section of the 
press and by an immense number of readers. 
One reason for this is that the members of 
the corporation of the university are averse 
5 publicity. They do not talk for publica- 
tion. 

A member of the corporation was with 
much difficulty induced to discuss the inner 
history of the troubles which have come 
over this ancient house of learning. The 
statements he made were confirmed by mem- 
bers of the college alumni. They prove that 
Dr. Andrews“ martyrdom bas been large- 
ly of his own seeking. 

There are facts which tend to create the 
belief that the President of old Brown has 
planned an advertisemént for himself. He 
has acted in common with representatives 
of the great organ that is endeavoring to 
develop free silver sentiment among the peo- 
ple. He has been 4 reckless business man- 
ager, has involved the university in debt, 
and has effectually cut off sources of money 
supply to cover deficiencies. He has ac- 
knowledged that he could see no way ahead 
to place the university on a paying basis. 
He is so deficient tact and business pru- 
dence as to gen ly alienate would-be 
frierids of the institution. 

Formerly the ning boards kept down 
the list of the yearly freshman class.

WINDOW TO VICTORIA IN NEW YORK. 


St. George's Society and Sons of St. 
George Dedicate a Memorial te 
the Queen, 


It is a somewhat peculiar thing and sig- 
nificant of the numerous bonds between the 
people of Great Britain and the United 
States, however much at variance the gov- 
ernments of the two countries may at times 
find themselves, that the sixtieth year of 
Queen Victoria's reign was celebrated by the 
unveiling of a memorial window to the 
Queen in New York. 

The window was placed in the Church of 
St. John the Evangelist, where it was un- 
velled on Sunday, June 20. In the same 
church there was already a window dedi- 
cated to Sebastian Cabot, and the two have 
been contrasted. The new window bears in

4s by no means at an end, | 
effect on the production of that metal 
the United States. The output in this 
country in 1895 was 46 1-3 million ounces. 
In 1896, when the price was a little higher 
than in 1895, the output rose to 56 million 
ounces, and, in addition. the smelters and 
refiners obtained 38 million ounces from 
foreign ores and bullion, chiefly from Mex- 
ico and British Columbia. So the total 
quantity of silver marketed by the United 
States was 89% million ounces. That was 
about equal to the total product of the 
world in 1880. 

A decrease of 20 per ecnt in the price ot 
silver must haye an immediate effect on 
those mines which have been barely pay- 
ing expenses, There are many such, which 
have been putting silver on the market and 
getting for it just about enough to cover 
the cost of production, There are other 
mines, in Arizona and elsewhere, which 
were closed years ago because silver was 
so cheap it did not pay to work them. 

But, on the other hand, the opening of a 
new railroad makes it profitable to reopen 
old mines or open new mines. The rail- 
road reduces the cost of transportation of 
fuel and other supplies and of ores, Thus 
it reduces the cost of production of silver 
at the mines which came within .its 
“sphere of influenee.” Take away the ex- 
isting rajlroads in the silver-mining States 
and silver would cease to be produced there. 

To a considerable extent in this country 
silver H. merely a by-product, gold, lead, or 
copper being the important product, and 
the silver merely an incident. There are 
Montana mines which were worked once 
for silver, with copper as the by-product. 
The reverse is the ease now, 
the price of copper keeps up a fall in that 
of silver is immaterial. One smelter says: 

I have figured out that with lead at $3.60 and 


silyer at 65% cents it is just about as profitable 
to the miner as when lead was $3.25 and silver 


It may be said, therefore, that there ig a 
good deal of silver which is produced for

NEED OF TROOPS IN ALASKA. 
The decision by the government to post- 
pone establishing an infantry post at Circle 
City, Alaska, seems to have been prompted 
by an excess of prudence. There is no 
question of the extreme desirability of 
having United States forces in that part 
of Alaska as speedily as possible, but the 
oflleials at Washington seem to see extra 
hazard in putting the men there at this 
time. It is urged that it will be neces- 
sary to obtain the consent of Congress be- 
fore establishing a new military post, and 
that even if that consent were waived the 
post would be of no practical utility during 
the wintet months; In case of a need of 
United States troops to protect United 
States interests news could not reach 
Washington in time to obtain the necessary 
assistance, while the Governor of the Ter- 
ritory at Sitka is practically shut off from 
these Mining regions in the frosen season, 
It is asserted also that troops sent now 
would be kept busy preparing winter quar- 
ters at first and would be kept busier fight- 
ing the rigors of the climate later on, and 
that they would be thoroughly discouraged 
by springtime and ready to desert at the 


| earliest opportunity. In fact, this prospect 


of desertions is regarded as one of the chief 
deterrents to the project of establishing 
a post in the Upper Yukon, The price of 
labor is so high, and the temptation to seek 
fortune in the mines so great, that the 
government, it is asserted, would have 
great diffieulty in keeping enough troops 
in the ranks to make a respectable show- 
ing. These and other objections have been 
held by the government to be weighty 
enough to cause the postponement of the 
garrison project. 

The objections seem reasonable, but it is 
a question whether the need of United 
States troops in that region is not so great 
that all objections to sending them now 
should have been overruled, The Cana- 
dian government has increased che num- 
ber of its mounted police in the Nerthwest 
Territory five-fold, and has established a 
new post at Dawson, which is the center 
of the Klondike excitement. It has pre- 
pared also fe exact as heavy a tribute as 
possible from the miners and prospectors on 
Canadian soil, and there is likelihood of 
considerable trouble when the extent of 
this policy of greed is appreciuted by the 
men at the mines,

weeks ago upon the deplorable conge- 
quences which have followed the adoption 
of a policy of practically enforced idleness 
in the management of the prisons of New 
York. This was demonstrated in the fact 
that out of a total of about 700 persons con- 
fined in the Kings Connty Penitentiary 
seven had recently been found insane and 
sent to the insane hospital. Elsewhere will 
be found an artiele from a New Tork paper 
reporting another case of the same charac- 
ter—the yictim in this instance being a 
young maa of 2h who had been arrested 
and conyicted of the heinous crime of sleep- 
ing in a coal bin (for the want, of course, 
of a bed) end sentenced to two months in 
the penitentiary for vagrancy. 

When such results follow in the cases of 
young men serving out short sentences, 
what may not be expected when the same 
inhuman policy is applied to older persons— 
both men and women—suffering confine- 
ment for years, and, it may be, for life? 
And yet this is the policy which has been 
inaugurated in several of the States by 
demagogues in our State Legislatures act- 
ing in obedience to the commands of walk - 
ing delegates” who not only claim the 
right to dictate who shall be permitted to 
earn an honest living by honest labor, but 
insist that the State shall support its erimi- 
nals in idleness lest the products of their 
toil should come in competition with union 
labor. 

But, inhuman as this policy is, it has an 
effect, as Tum T'R1punz has already pointed 
out, even more far-reaching than that al- 
ready referred to. That is in preventing 
young men and youths convicted of peniten- 
tlary offenses, however anxious to lead lives 
of honesty and usefulness, from acquiring 
handicrafts which will enable them to be- 
come self-supporting citizens. This has 
the practical effect of turning our peniten- 
tiaries into schools of crime rather than 
reformatory institutions. the consequence 
being the organisation of a permanent class 
of criminals who, when not undergoing 
punishment for crime, will be preying upon 
society, In this view of the case the peniten- 
tiaries promise soon to become mere manu- 
factories of criminals und maniacs. The 
problem. suggested is one of the most im- 
portant that can occupy the attention not 
merely of political economists, but of all 
interested in the welfare of society.

KINGDOM OF JEWS IN PALESTINE. 

Fresh evidence comes from Burope that 
the rich Jews have made considerable 

rogress iff their project to establish a 

ewish kingdom in Palestine. This progress 
as yet has not been material or tangible, 
but it is apparent the idea has not been 
allowed to grow cold, and that from mere 
discussion, which served chiefly to arouse 
the interest and support of Jews generally, 
the leaders of the movement have reached 
the point where practical work can be 
inaugurated. 

Dr. Theodore Hertz] of Vienna seems to 
be the most outspoken of the group of 
men who are handling the great enter- 
prise. He declares it is his purpose to 
tend an expedition to examine thoroughly 
the land where settlement will be desirable, 
and to establish systems of telegraph and 
other modern conveniences before the re- 
moval of Jews there is begun. He has 
interested the London representatives of 
the Baron Hirsch charities in the under- 
taking, and has instigated the formation 
of Jewish organizations throughout the 
world whose sole object is to awaken and 
keep alive the sentiment favoring such an 
independent Jewish state, | 

There has always seemed something 
visionary and impossible about the idea that 
the Jews could ever again be rulers of 
Palestine, but certainly there are many 
evidences in the present condition of the 
movement that this achievement is not 
far off. There seems to be little doubt 
that Turkey would be willing to sell Pales- 
tine, but even if the Sultan should be 
obstinate and refuse, the Jews can reason- 
ably expect to obtain the country from the 
powers when the inevitable disintegration 
of the Ottoman empire takes place. 

A Jewish congress is to be held at Basle 
on Aug. 29, when all the main points in 
the scheme will be taken up, Dr. Hertzl 
confidently expects that this congress will 
be the redęemer of the Hebrews.” He 
thinks it will result in bringing the whole 
project to a head, and will crystallize the 
sentiment of the Jews which now is over- 
whelmingly in favor of it. A Jewish com- 
pany will then be formally organized with 


a capital of 250 millions, and if the hopes 


of the promoters are realized negotiations 
will be started with Turkey at once for the 
purchase of Palestine, 

If this project of the Jews is realized, it 
will certainly be the Marvel of the history 
of the world. Nothing jmaginable could 
exceed in grandeur the spectacle of a mil- 
lion men and women, now svattered over 
the world, journeying back to Palestine 


by carrying the issue to a higher court, and 
the bicycle tax can be set down as “ per- 
manently dead.”

It would take 
the entire time of the policemen to keep 
track of the immense number of bicycles 
in use and the riders would be subjected to 
many vexations in responding to orders to 
slow up for tag inspection and the like. 
There was no public need or demand for the 
tax and its defeat will be hailed by con- 
siderable rejoicing by the wheelmen, 


AN UNREASONABLE DEMAND. 

The business agents,” or walking dele- 
gates, of the Building Trades council have 
requested the Board of Education to in- 
sert in all contracts made by it for the 
erection of school buildings a clause re- 
quiring contractors to employ none but 
uhion labor. Work is going on now on 
forty-seven buildings, and on some of these 
nen-union men are employed, which is very 
offensive to the walking delegates. 

The board is notified that if this request 
is not complied with a strike will be or- 
dered on its buildings. This will make it 
impossible te have seme of them in readi- 
ness for school children next month. A cer- 
tain number of children, most of them those 
of working people, will be kept out of school 
or crowded inte buildings which have too 
many occupants now. 

In addition to that, the proposed strike 
will throw out of work about 2,000 union 
men, who wil] not find it easy to get em- 
ployment elsewhere, for there is little 
building being done this year. So, while a 
few non-union men will be thrown out of 
a job, the union men will suffer more. But 
that dees not worry the walking delegates. 
Their pay goes on whatever happens. 

Before threatening the Board of Edaca- 
tion with u strike it it did not insert in con- 
tracts this provision agamst the emyloy- 
ment of non-union labor, the business 
agents should have pointed out tu the 


‘board where it gets the authority to make 


it a condition of a contract that only union 
labor shall be employed, and to reject a 
lower bid where the contractor refuses to 
bind himself to emplog that labor. 

Neither the Board wf Education, nor the 
eity, nor any other munieipal corporation 
can discriminate against American citizens 
because they do not belong to a union or do 
belong to a union. Manicipalities must be 
strictly impartial as between organized 
and “ unorganized labor. The former has 
no rights the latter does not possess,

Rumors of Gas Consolidation. 

Rumors of gas consolidation, in which the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company would 
absorb the Universal and the Hyde Park 
Mutual Fuel, were current yesterday. It 
was said a deal had practically been fixed up 
under which the Universal would become a 
part of.the trust, though it was believed the 
charter of the Universal would be retained 
and business would be conducted under the 
name of the Universal Gas company. The 
consolidation was to be effected through the 
purchase of a majority of the capital stock 
of the Universal company, which would give 
the old Chicago Gas people control. 

There have been some negotiations on for 
the control of the Ogden Gas company. 
The stock of this corporation is held by a trus- 
tee and control could be obtained more easily 
than would be the case if the stocks were 
held by individuals. Levy Mayer was in 
New York during the time the plans for the 
consolidation of the Chicago gas companies 
were under discussion and he returned to 
New York the latter part of last week. Mr. 
Mayer is credited with having control of the 
Ogden Gas company for some of his clients, 
and it was said at the time Mr. Mayer went 
to New York early in July he went atthe 
invitation of some of the gas trust people 
to talk over consolidation. According to a 
story told by a man who was a big holder 
of gas stock, an offer was made to the pro- 
moters of the Ogden company and to the 
people who now hold the majority of its 
stock to take a controlling interest, leaving 
them a minority interest. They were to be 
paid for their stock in cash, or in the new 
stock of the consolidated company, as they 
might elect. The reason for leaving a mi- 
nority of the stock in the hands of the pres- 
ent owners was to enable the trust to count 
upon the Ogden Gas people at any time their

politicians and they gave the Chicago Gas 
crowd some valuable aid in securing the pas- 
sage of the consolidation bill and of the 
frontage bill.

Se Says the Department of Agriculture, 
and It Names Many Edible 
Varieties. 


The Department of Agriculture believes 
that in the plant life of this continent may 
be found many additions to our dietary.

In this way the face of the counterfeit has 
two large figure 5s on the upper corners and 
smaller figures on the lower corners, in- 
stead of a 5 on the upper left-hand cor- 
ner, a monogram “65” and V in the upper 
right-hand corner, and a V on each of 
the two lower corners. The spelled twos on 
each side of the group become spelled fives. 
This work is not of the best. The figures 
especially are blurred, and the inside of the 
curve of the 5 is so black as to be quite 
out of harmony with the surrounding ink. 

On the back, however, the substituted 
designations, four figure 5s in the corners 
and a V in the center, are of the most de- 
ceiving and dangerous character, although 
the body of what purports to be a five- 
dollar certificate is that of a two-dollar cer- 
tificate. 

How the counterfeiting is done is not yet 
clear to the Treasury officials. The forgery 
is not wholly “ sketched in,” neither are 
the figures laid on, and apparently there has 
been no splitting of the government paper. 
The finger detects no roughness, unusual 
thinness, or thickness when it passes over 
or feels the places where the alterations 
or erasures are. The manner of erasure is 
vet undetermined. Acids or other chemi- 
cals may have been used. They have left no 
trace thet has bee detected.

Place of Training of the First Thor- 
_ Oughbred That Sold for $4,000~ 
Was a Great Resort for Southern 
Planters from 1825 to the Close of 
the War—Horses Were Trained to 
Race for Sport and Not for the 
Amount They Could Earn. 


The oldest existing running track in Amer- 
ica, and the one over which the first regu- 
larly man race in Kentucky was run, 
is. the famous old Spring Hill course, near 
Crab Orchard Springs, in Lincoln County, 
Kentucky, for many years the leading and 
most noted summer resort in the South. 
Here were trained and first raced Josh 
Bell; the first thoroughbred in the United 
States to sell for as much as $4,000, and his

The Spring Hill track is-still used for train- 
ing purposes, and the distusgsion provoked 
by the reently published sketch of the old 
Shallowford course, with a slight Incidental 
reference to Spring Hill, brought out a good 
deal of interesting early turf history con- 
nected ith the latter. The late Henry 
Farris of Crab Orchard, at the time of his 
death the oldest and one of the most widely 
known turfmen in America, used to say-that 
when a boy he attended the first race that 
was ever run on a regular course in Ken- 
tucky, and that was in the fall of the year 
1817 on the track near Crab Orchard, which 
afterwards became known to the racing 
world as Spring Hill. Mr. Farris afterward 
owned the track, and it was in 1837 that he 
trained and sold Josh Bell and the other 
noted members of the Bell family. 

From about the year 1825 until the close 
of the war Crab Orchard Springs and the 
Spring Hill race track were about the 
„ sportiest ’’ places, outside of New Orleans, 
in the entire South, or perhaps in America. 
The game there didn’t last the year round, 
but while it did go on the fun was fast and 
furious. The conditions of that region of 
Kentucky and the circumstances of the 
times tended to produce this state of things. 
That part of Lincoln County, which at one 
time embraced a third of the State, was 
settled by a fox hunting, horse loving gentry 
from the mother commonwealth, and from 
Virginia they brought with them a number 
of animals now represented by blood on the 
running turf.. Later on several varieties of 
waters of medicinal properties—notably that 
which produced the famous Crab Orchard 
salts—were discovered there, and a far séde- 
ing landowner built the first Crab Orchard 
Springs hotel for a summer resort. 

On Old “ Wilderness Road.” 

Crab Orchard was located on the historic 
“Wilderness Road,“ in the early days the 
one thoroughfare from the south and east 
through Cumberland Gap to the rich blue- 
grass lands of Kentucky and westward re-

be procured. During the running of a race 
the spectators, some in carriages, some on 
horseback, and hundreds on foot, occupied 
places of of vantage upon the hill side. The 
footmen usually swarmed at the top 
of the hill, while those on horseback gal- 
loped around lower down to keep within 
sight of the runners. 

The races at Spring Hill tn the early days 
were novel and exciting and tested the en- 
durance of the thoroughbreds to a degree 


unthought of at this day. They were wit⸗ 


nessed by sometimes as high as 4,000 per- 
sons, an immense attendance for the times. 
The shortest race was one of mile heats, 
best three in five, with frequent two, three; 
and four mile heat races. One of the most 
stubbornly contested races ever run over the 
course was one of mile heats, best three in 
five, in which two of the leading entries 
were John and Henry Farris’ horse, Wits- 
low, and a sorrel mare belonging to ald 
John Harper. The interest in the race was 
widespread and the excitement was high, 
as three of the horses in it were evenly 
matched, and a great deal of money was 
Wagered on the result. The race was run in 
the rain, with mud knee deep, but this did 
not cool the ardor of the spectators, who 
stood in the downpour and watched the con- 
test. It required seven heats to decide it, 
The Harper mare took the first and fourth 
heats, another entry the second and third, 
and the Farris horse the fifth, sixth, and 
seventh. 
Honey in Place of a Saddle. 

The old log stables still standing at Spring 
Hill, probably the only’ones of their kind 
in the United States, were built with money 
furnished by the noted John Campbell, a 
wealthy Virginian who was a familiar . 
ure on the old tracks. Campbell took quite 
a fancy to Crab Orchard and the Spring Hill 
track and spent a great deal of his time 
there. He was the owner of Wagner, and

It Is Cut from Silken Fabric and Fas- 
tened into the Semblance of a 
Marguerite. 


This Marguerite pin cushion is suggested, 
of course, by the simple daisy. To develop 
it satisfactorily get ebout a yard of good 
quality ivory surah silk, a half yard of leaf 
green Roman satin, a quarter of a yard of 
bright yellow pongee silk, some stiff card- 
board, and a small quantity of wadding. 

Everybody knows the arrangement and 
shape of Marguerite petals. Cut out about 
sixteen petais from some crossbar white 
muslin, the petais to be from three to four 
inches long and three-fourths to an inch 
wide. As a center cut a round piece of 
cardboard with a twelve inch circumference 
and lay quite a two inch depth of the wad- 
ding ‘upon it, being careful, however, to 
place the padding thicker in the center, so 
that the rounded heart of the natural flower 
may be reproduced. To keep the wadding in 
place cover it with a piece of thin white 
muslin, which can be gummed to the under- 
neath part, and then sew on the petals, ar- 

them so that the shorter ones may 
come on top of the longer. 

To decorate the center how proceed to un- 
ravel the yellow pongee silk, and when all 
the strands are separated cut them into two- 


inch lengths, and, taking eight or ten strands 
at a time, catch them down with a stitch in 
the middle to the padded cardboard until 
every part of the foundation is completely 
covered. This will be found to give the soft 
fluffy effect of the flower center, and all the

It does not, as 
many ignorant operators appear to believe, 
meen to beat or bruise the muscles and 
flesh, says Harriet Hubbard Ayer in the 
New York World. 

The patient receiving facial massage 
should half recline in a comfortable chair. 
The operator should stand behind her. The 
patient's face should first be thoroughly 
washed. 

General facial massage consists in a thor- 
ough kneading of the entire surface. This 
is done with the thumb and forefinger only 
precisely the motion used in kneading bread. 
The operator should anoint her fingers with 
good skin food before beginning treatment. 

Special massage for the erasing of the lines 
called crow’s feet consists in the ironing cut 
wovement. All lines should be smoothe4 
out; that is, they should be repeatedly 
pressed over with the finger precisely as one 
would smooth the creases out of a piece of 
wrinkled silk. Horizofital lines across thé 
forehead, as well as the parallel lines across 
the eyes, require both the kneading and the 
smoothing movements. 

The round kneading or circular movement 
should be given all the fleshy parts of the 
face as well as the throat. 

All the muscles of the face and throat re- 
quire specific treatment. An operator who 
has not studied anatomy cannot possibly 
give proper facial massage. 

Improper or so-called massage will pro- 
duce wrinkles and do untold injury to the 
face and skin. 

Electricity is an excellent accessory to 
massage. The galvanic current is better 
than the faradic for this purpose. Three 
cella will be all usually required for the face. 

Proper facial massage will perform mira- 
cles almost in restoring the firmness and 
contour of the muscles of the face.

The beach at 11 o’clock is a Scene never to
